The Legacy 
of

For the people of the United States the years spanning the 
decade from 1834 to 1844 were an economic roller coaster. Rapid 
growth and general prosperity in the years approaching that 
decade left the populace unprepared for the financial shocks 
which culminated in the 'Tanic of 1837/' the worst economic 
depression the country had born to date. There are some 
historians who feel the Van Buren administration, with its hard 
money policies,enacted to curb credit and speculation, to be at 
fault for the Panic. But as political history has often shown, the 
roots of any national problem are often seeded in former 
administrations, just as this one has its origin under President 
Andrew Jackson, ''King Andrew" as he was satirically called. 

During the Panic, the economic law that "bad money drives 
out the good" fell into play. With the increased demand for the 
use of hard money, it became increasingly hoarded, and the 
country was consequently inundated with worthless bank notes 
of small denominations (below one dollar In value) known as 
"shinplasters." Needing a means of commerce to facilitate daily 
transactions in the marketplace, the public sought escape from 
this worthless currency with the use of Hard Times tokens, which 
were also used as a forum for political slogans of the day. 

In a study of these tokens, they can be divided into these two 
major catagories: 1 ) tokens issued solely for commerce by private 
companies, popularly referred to as "store cards," and 2) tokens 
ridiculing the political follies of the day. Both types were issued 
privately and both used for commerce in place of the hoarded 
U.S. large cent. In limiting itself to the political tokens, this article 
will attempt to unravel the fascinating history found in the 
satirical symbolism of these tokens' designs, a tale of a war 
between Andrew Jackson and the Bank of the United States. 


Andrew Jackson vs. 

The Bank of the United States 

The Second Bank of the United States 
was chartered for twenty years on April 
10, 1816. Thirty-five million dollars in 
capital established its working base, 
one-fifth of that provided by the 
government, the other four-fifths 
financed by private stockholders. In its 
role as a central national bank, the 
Bank's responsibilities included acting 
as a repository of public funds and the 
issuance of bank notes. Representing its 
backing, the government was allotted 
the appointment of five of the Bank's 
twenty-five directors, and could 
withdraw deposits when needed. 

As historian Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. 
has stated, 'There could be no question 
about the reality of the Bank's power. It 
enjoyed a virtual monopoly of the 


currency and practically complete con- 
trol over credit and price level. But for 
the merchant and business class, along 
with the affluent, this powerful control 
represented the only stabilizing control 
over the nation's economy, the Bank's 
relationship with the country's lesser 
banks keeping runaway speculation and 
inflation in check. 

But the members of the merchant and 
business class were largely confined to 
the trading centers In the Northeast, 
while the larger working class, the ma- 
jority in the West and the South, found 
the bigger-than-life nature of the Bank 
made it a ready target as the cause of 
their difficulties. The Bank's policy of 
recalling specie (gold and silver coin) in 
1819, its control over the bank note 
issues of state banks, and its consequent 
control over the availability of credit.

kept the debtor class feeling at the 
mercy of the Bank, this ogre in the East. 
Most of the American people viewed 
their financial affairs and those of the 
state as being only slightly removed 
from the laws of Nature and God, and 
they greatly feared that ''eviT' influences 
could gain control over their financial 
well-being. Nurtured of this class, 
Jackson basically shared this illiterate 
vulnerability,but also had the political 
ingenuity to put It to his use. 

Jackson pronounced It ''the duty of 
every government, so to regulate Its 
currency as to protect this numerous 
class [the working classj, as far as prac- 
ticable, from the impositions of avarice 
and fraud. '"2 And In many of his letters 
and official publications, Jackson refers 
to the bank as a "monster'' which Im- 
paired "the morals of our people," 
corrupted "our statesmen," and 
threatened "our liberty. Upon his 
election to the Presidency, Jackson felt

obligated to tame this monster for the 
people, and when the monster refused 
to be tamed and prepared to do battle, it 
became a matter of self-defense to 
Jackson to destroy it. 

Nicholas Biddle, the Bank's president, 
was a handsome man, highly educated, 
cultured and urbane. His aggressive 
intelligence and acute understanding 
for the Bank's workings did much to 
establish the Bank as an efficient central 
banking system, but his lack of con- 
fidence in being able to face any of the 
Bank's fallings left an aura of suspicion 
surrounding him, and his vanity and 
arrogance would eventually cause the 
Bank's demise. Said Biddle in a letter on 
Sept. 16, 1829, '‘I will not give an inch in 
what concerns the independence of the 
Bank, to please all the Administrations 
past, present or future."^ But as a city 
boy who had never tasted war, Biddle 
should have known better than to draw 
weapons with the battle-scarred 
General Jackson. 

Biddle's avoidance and defiance 
toward the Administration's in- 


vestigations into the Bank's operations 
only further convinced Jackson of the 
Bank's irreproachable power and 
further fired his determination. Despite 
all warnings, Biddle requested Congress 
for recharter in 1832, an election year 
and four years before the charter's ex- 
piration date. It was obviously Biddle's 
hope that Jackson would take the usual 
political stance in an election year of 
avoiding a controversial issue, and 
would be swayed Into accepting the 
recharter. But Jackson viewed this as a 
personal test. When questioned about 
being forced to recharter he stormed, “I 
will prove to them that I never flinch, 
that they were mistaken when they 
expect to act upon me by such 
considerations. "5 

On June 11,1832, the bill for recharter 
passed the Senate and on July 3rd the 
House, but it was returned by the Presi- 
dent with his veto, (a power which up 
until that time had been rarely used), 
accompanied by a message which 
appealed to the masses in its argument, 
sought their support, and asked for their 


I 
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response in the coming election. His 
Bank policy and the influence of the 
Bank did diminish his support and cost 
him votes, but in the final tabulation the 
people rallied to their hero's call and 
carried him through to election. To 
Jackson this was assurance of his convic- 
tion that he acted in behalf of the 
common people as their elected 
representative and that his war on the 
Bank had their approval. 

Jackson's next move against the Bank 
would be to withdraw all government 
deposits, and to do his bidding he called 
upon his newly appointed Secretary of 
the Treasury William J. Duane who was 
known to be anti-Bank. But Duane, 
perhaps feeling he had accepted a mere 
puppet position to play out Jackson's 
dictates, refused, stating that: 1) the 
House of Representatives had voted the 
money safe in the Bank, 2) a change of 
banks would shake public confidence, 
and 3) the local banks, the new 
depositories, had currency inflated at 
the rate of six paper dollars to every 
dollar of silver coin.^ He asked the 
President to wait until Congress conven- 
ed in December. Duane's continued 
refusal to act forced Jackson to remove 
him and shift Attorney General Roger B. 
Taney into the position of Treasury 
Secretary. Under executive authority, 
Jackson began his experiment on Oct. 1, 


1833, by withdrawing deposits from the 
Bank and placing them in seven banks of 
his selection, ''pet banks" as Jackson's 
opposition called them. By the end of 
1833 the number of "deposit" banks had 
increased to 22, and nearly all public 
funds held by the Bank had been 
withdrawn. 

Feeling this direct attack upon his 
bank, Biddle drew swords: "This worthy 
President thinks that because he has 
scalped Indians and imprisoned judges, 
he is to have his way with the Bank. He is 
mistaken. "7 Without regard for Its 
effects, Biddle proceeded to "tighten 
the ship" by curtailing loans and ac- 
cumulating the Bank's liquid assets. The 
accompanying financial squeeze felt 
throughout the country, known as 
"Biddle's Panic," was meant to apply 
pressure to Jackson to reestablish the 
government's deposit in the Bank. The 
pressure on Jackson was real enough, 
but this only further convinced Jackson 
and much of the populace of the real 
potential danger which the Bank's 
power and Influence represented. 
Jackson did consider the possibility of a 
substitute central bank located in 
Washington D.C. under government 
control and told a group of New York 
businessmen, "If the experiment failed, 
some scheme might be devised of 
collecting and depositing the revenue. 



Merchants and businessmen became convinced that in his determination to destroy the hank 
Jackson was willing to allow both credit and commerce to perish with it. The satire on the 
egotistical implications of “My Glory," “My Victory," etc., refers to the boastful way Jackson 
supporters related his tnilitary successes. 
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obverse: Opposers to Jackson's bank policy 
feared the union of the purse with the sword 
in the same hands. Even members of Jackson's 
cabinet feared that they might politically 
suffer recriminations by being blamed for 
Jackson's policies, and so Jackson claimed full 
responsibility. Reverse: This design resembles 
previous tokens, except for the specific 
reference to the veto beneath the donkey. 

without the intervention of any 
moneyed institution/'® But he felt 
obligated to give his experiment of 
‘"deposit" banking a chance to work. 
Meanwhile Biddle worked on public 
opinion through sympathetic 
newspapers, often made sympathetic 
through substantial loans, and relied on 
the masterful Senators Henry Clay and 
Daniel Webster to save the Bank in 
Congress. 

In December the administration's 
attempts to slide the Treasury's report of 
the removal of the deposits through 
Congress failed, and the Senate rejected 
Taney's reasons for the removal of the 
deposits, passed a resolution censuring 
the President's actions, and rejected 
Taney's nomination as Secretary of the 
Treasury. Jackson was taken aback by 
this, but he carried on his battle of 
propaganda against the Bank, slowly 
wearing down its reputation among the 
people and members of Congress, aided 
by the negative effects of Biddle's con- 
tinued defiance, until with the elections 
of 1836 the Democrats increased their 
numbers In the House and regained a 
majority in the Senate. 

Congress, however, was still not 
beyond fear of the growing power of the 
executive branch to control the nation's 
finance, and the Deposit Act of June, 
1836, was an effort to arrest the extent of 
that control. Rather than arbitrary selec- 
tion of deposit banks, the Treasury 
Department was required to have at

Henry Clay, Senator from Kentucky, an 
adamant supporter of the Bank. 
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least one bank in each state, and the 
amount of federal money in each was 
limited. Subsequently the number of 
banks increased to over 90, and control 
became impossible. The Deposit Act 
further required these banks not to 
receive notes for less than $5 and not to 
issue them. This limit was later raised to 
ten dollars and then to $20.^ 

Without restrictive controls or the 
stabilizing influence of the Bank and 
backed by substantial government 
funds, the banks inundated the country 
with paper money. Credit flourished, 
followed by a mania of speculation in 
internal improvements and western 
land. Land sales skyrocketed from 1.88 
million acres in 1830 to twenty million 
acres in 1836. The state banks lent 
money to the speculators who in turn 
used the inflated currency and 
banknotes to purchase land from the 
government who in turn redeposited 
the money in the state banks where It 
was reloaned to other speculators. Loans 
were granted and extended beyond all 
reason, with the amount of currency in 
circulation climbing from 124 million 
dollars in 1834 to 200 million dollars in 
1836.11 

Jackson watched in distress as his 
experiment with deposit banking 
wrought havoc with the economy, but It 
seemed political suicide at this stage to 
do an about-face in favor of central 
banking. In an effort to curb the ram- 
pant speculation, key Jackson supporter 
Thomas Hart Benton, Senator from Mis- 
souri, introduced a Senate resolution 
calling for public lands to be paid for in 
specie only. Though the resolution was 
killed, It later formed the basis of an 
executive order issued on July 11, 1836, 
named the Specie Circular. While the 
Specie Circular did much to slow the 
momentum of speculation and inflation, 
it was too late to stop the cycle which 
would lead to major depression the 
following year. 

After Van Buren^s inauguration, 
demands and pleas for the repeal of the 
Specie Circular besieged his office. See- 
ing their businesses collapse in the ap- 
proaching Panic, Democrats as well as 
Whigs begged in desperation. Repeal,

they claimed, would restore the 
people's confidence, along with in- 
creasing land values and consequently 
government revenues. But Van Buren 
did just the opposite. During his in- 
augural address, he stated, ''I follow In 
the footsteps of my illustrious 

predecessor,"i2 and faithful to his word. 

Van Buren increased the range and 
scope of the Specie Circular to such an 
extent that the U.S. effectively went on 
the gold standard. 

The failing of the hard money ad- 
vocates was their inability to see that 
there wasn't sufficient hard money in 
existence to meet the increasing needs 
of a growing Industrialized nation. On 
May 10, 1837, New York banks were 
compelled to suspend specie and banks 
all over the country soon followed suit. 

Martin Van Buren 

and the Independent Sub-Treasury 

President Van Buren, during the mid- 
dle of his first and only term in office, 
proposed the creation of an indepen- 
dent sub-treasury system in which ail 
government funds would be stored in 
government vaults and not deposited in 
any bank save for the U.S. Treasury. This 
proposal became the subject of much 
controversy and subsequently emerged 
in various forms on political Hard Times 
tokens. 

Van Buren's independent sub- 
treasury system would: 1) keep the 
government revenue independent from 
the machinations of any bank, 2) assert a 
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With the demand placed on the use of ''Hard 
Money" by the Specie Circular, New York 
banks were the first forced to suspend specie 
payments on May 10, 1837. 



Obverse. "Shinplasters" refer to bills issued 
by irresponsible banks and private parties. 
According to Low, the device of the phoenix 
rising from flames may mean that shinplasters 
were only fit to be burned, and new life 
would rise from their destruction. The date 
November, 1837, is that of a convention held 
in New York on the 27th of the month, by 
representatives of leading banks in nineteen 
states, to fix a date to resume specie 
payments. 

healthful moral influence by divesting 
the government of any bank favoritism, 
3) diminish speculation, and 4) not ar- 
tificially stimulate trade because of the 
requirement of specie backed currency 
(Specie Circular). Van Buren hoped to 
end periodic depressions by rendering it 
impossible for massive speculation to 
stifle the economy as witnessed prior to 
the Panic of 1837.

The Whig party vehemently opposed 
the independent sub-treasury, claiming 
It would: 1) draw specie out of circula- 
tion, 2) curtail bank loans, 3) increase 
executive patronage, 4) provide one 
kind of currency for government and 
another for the people, 5) promote 
embezzlement, and 6) withdraw the 
government from the country. 

Whig die sinkers issued tokens ad- 
dressing these views showing the ship of 
state run aground under the Indepen- 
dent Sub-Treasury with metallic or 
specie currency and lack of credit, 
whereas the ship of state sails a smooth 
and uninhibited course with Webster's 
system of paper currency, plentiful 
credit, the Bank of the United States, etc. 

Van Buren's major aim, to secure 
passage of the Independent Sub- 
Treasury bill, failed in Congress in 1837 
and 1838, but passed in 1840 after much 
deliberation. Curiously enough, the 
Panic of 1837 motivated the bill's 
passage. While moderate recovery was 
seen in 1838, events in 1839 forced the 
banks to again suspend specie payment. 
This convinced the populace and Con- 
gress of the state bank's instability and 
the need to keep the public funds clear 
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While adversaries of the administration showed Van Buren's "experiment" of "metallic 
currency" as running the "ship of state" aground, they showed the plan of Senator Webster, 
"Defender of the Constitution," as one which would be smooth sailing for the nation. 



"Bentonian Currency" refers to hard money 
as opposed to paper, and the term "Mint 
Drop" to the somewhat futile attempts of 
Benton's experiment to mint sufficient hard 
money for the nation's use.

of their reach. With the passage of the 
Independent Sub-Treasury Act came 
stricter banking laws designed to sup- 
press bank instability and promote 
sounder banking practices. 

The advent of the Sub-Treasury re- 
quired another transfer of government 
monies, this time from thestate banks to 
the Treasury depositories. Another rash 


of satirical Hard Times tokens using a 
tortoise alluded to the slow process of 
transferring these funds. 

The radical Democrats looked upon 
the system as a ‘'second Declaration of 
Independence/' while the conser- 
vatives denounced it as wild, subversive, 
dangerous, and a conspiracy against 
private property. The Independent Sub- 
Treasury was stigmatized as an “ex- 
ecutive experiment" and as “financeer- 
ing" by its opponents,^^ byt the system 
would be maintained until 1920 when 
the Federal Reserve Banking System was 
established In Its place. 

In our infatuation with the present, 
we are often consumed by the notion 
that the political issues and crises of our 
day surpass those of our forebearers in 
their complexity and the magnitude of 
their outcome. How quickly we forget 
the emotion, the Ignorance, and the 
blind courage with which our leaders of 
over a century ago were forced to make 
decisions which could still determine 
whether or not this youthful experiment 
in democracy would succeed. The 
magnitude of their decisions has been 
the endurance of this country to its 200th 
birthday. We can all relive some of those 
exciting years of American history 
through the story told on Hard Times 
tokens and perhaps share a wiser 
perspective on the drama played in 
today's political arena.

In his new job as a 
specialized library trainee, Aldaz will be given a thorough grounding in how a 
specialized library is set up and how the ANA cataloguing system works. Since 
the majority of the ANA membership can only use the library's resources 
through the mail, Aldaz's training will emphasize this service. 

According to Federal law, donations to the ANA must be accessioned, but 
lacking sufficient staff, compliance of this law has been an uphill battle. 
Working under the museum curator, Pedro Collazo will undergo an Intensive 
coin familiarization process and then begin accessioning. Collazo, a native of 
Puerto Rico, operated his own radio, TV, and appliance store in Puerto Rico 
before moving to Colorado Springs. He worked for the Harrison School District 
for the past year and brings to his job an interest in coins that dates back 15 years. 
His personal collection Includes medals, tokens, commemoratives and Spanish 
coins. 

Not only will the addition of these two young men help to close the gaps In 
the ana's undermanned staff, but It demonstrates that there are Federal 
monies and programs which, as a non-profit organization, the ANA can utilize 
at minimum cost to members.

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O nce newspapers were filled with colorful and exagger- 
ated accounts of their plans and actions, but today 
the history books barely mention them and were it not for 
collector interest in their bond issues, the Fenian Brotherhood 
would be all but forgotten. Their invasions of Canada, in the 
cause of Irish independence, are usually portrayed as comic 
opera battles, fought by fanciful soldiers whose own marching 
song mocked their seriousness with its closing lines — ''And 
well go and capture Canada, for weVe nothing else to do.^'^ 


Yet the founders of this society were 
dedicated men who were determined to 
see Ireland freed from British rule. 
Despite their failure in achieving this 
goal, they did create an organization 
which spanned the ocean to become an 
important political force in one country 
and to affect the destinies of two others. 
Most important of all, to the many 
thousands of Irish men and women who 
joined the Brotherhood at its peak, the 
Fenians provided the sole hope for the 
independence of their homeland. 

The origin of the Irish conflict, still ^s 
yet unresolved, began centuries ago. 
The country came under English 
dominance in 1170 when Henry II con- 
quered the Irish chieftains and reward- 
ed his Norman followers with Irish es- 
tates. Over succeeding years, these Nor- 
mans allied themselves with the Irish 
and eventually became a greater in- 
fluence than the English. By the end of 
the War of Roses in 1486, English 
authority was limited to a small area 
around Dublin known as the English 
Pale. 

When Henry VIII came to power In 
1509, he conciliated with the Irish and 
was accepted as their sovereign; 
however he also Introduced his reform- 
ed church to the Pale. During the reign 
of Elizabeth I, this became the cause for 
a series of bitter battles; for while the 
Pale had accepted the Anglican Church 
of Ireland, the remainder of the country 
had followed the Celtic Church, which 
in turn had become Increasingly Roman. 
The English, in trying to overcome this, 
devastated whole villages and put many 
people to death; thus laying the foun- 
dations for years of Irish Catholic hatred 
directed at both the English and the 
Protestants. 


Although the Catholic's fortunes rose 
and fell over the years, they were 
generally on the side being oppressed. 
Their most disastrous defeat came at the 
Battle of the Boyne in 1690. Afterwards, 
Catholics were put under strict penal 
laws, their commerce and industry were 
stifled, and their lands confiscated. With 
Protestantism the dominant, if not the 
majority religion, many Catholics fled 
the country to escape the persecutions, 
while others fermented revolts which 
continued on Into the 1800's. Reform 
measures in 1829 and 1838 brought some 
relief, but it was the Potato Famine 
from 1845 to 1847 which had the greatest 
effect. During the time of ''The Great 
Hunger" there were no thoughts of 
rebellion, but only of survival, as the 
population was reduced either from 
death or emigration by over one and a 
half million. It was towards the end of 
this catastrophe that a group known as 
the Young Ireland Movement launched 
an uprising. The Revolt of '48, however, 
was easily put down by the authorities in 
Dublin Castle, and most of the leaders 
were either arrested or fled the country, 
among them John O'Mahony and James 
Stephens. 

John O'Mahony was born in 1815 to 
an old and respected family In County 
Cork. He had attended Trinity College 
for a time, but the death of his older 
brother had brought him home to 
assume his hereditary role as head of the 
clan. It was In this capacity that he raised 
and led an army of 2000 men during the 
1848 revolt. Due to the quick suppres- 
sion however, neither O'Mahony nor 
his followers were able to take an active 
role; still he was recognized as a leader 
and had a price of 100 pounds on his 
head when he escaped to Paris. 
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while in Paris, he met James Stephens, 
an ardent nationalist from Kilkenny who 
had also fled to escape imprisonment. 
The two exiles spent the next few years 
eking out a meager living and making 
plans for the future. They also joined the 
French secret societies, and as Stephens 
later wrote of this period, his main aims 
were ''to keep alive, to pursue 
knowledge, and to master the technique 

of conspiracy. "'2 

In late 1853, O'Mahony sailed for New 
York City. There, far from any British 
intervention, he set about forming a 
new revolutionary group. In 1856, 
Stephens managed to slip back into 
Ireland, and the following year 
O'Mahony wrote him suggesting that he 
form an underground companion group 
in Ireland. Stephens readily agreed, the 
only stipulation being his expressed 
demand for complete control over both 
groups. Although O'Mahony agreed, at 
least for a time, this desire for dictatorial 
powers was to prove a common fault in 
all of the new societies' leaders. Indeed, 
the only trait which they seemed to have 
in common was a deep and unabiding 
hatred for Great Britian. 

The Americans sent over a slim $700 to 
assist him, and on March 17, 1858, in a 
Dublin lumberyard, Stephens and a 
small band of dedicated patriots formed 
the Irish Republican Brotherhood. 
Together they swore a solemn and 
secret oath "to make Ireland an in- 
dependent democratic republic."^ At 
the same time, in New York, the 
American branch of the I.R.B. was 
created. It was named (to avoid as much 
as possible any connection between the 
two) the Fenian Brotherhood, after an 
ancient band of Irish warriors known as 
the Fianna, and was organized with the 
avowed purpose of giving political, 
financial and military aid to the Irish 
branch. Each branch was to be organiz- 
ed In groups of 820 men which would be 
known as circles (actually the numbers 
varied considerably), and each circle 
was commanded by a center. John 
O'Mahony was Head Center for the U.S. 
and James Stephens for Ireland. 

The first of many clashes between 
these two was not long in coming.

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Stephens believed that the main func- 
tion of the U.S. branch was to raise funds 
for the I.R.B. O^Mahony, however, had 
his own views; he knew that over a 
million Irish had migrated to the U.S. 
since the famine years and that if only a 
small segment of these could be 
organized into an armed force, they 
would make a formidable addition to 
the I.R.B.'s forces. In 1660 he went to 
Dublin and won Stephens' grudging 
approval of his plans, returning to the 
U.S. with a renewed conviction that 
Ireland had a right to independence and 
that violent revolution was the only way 
to bring It about. 

O'Mahony was an imposing man, 
both in size and features. Despite his 
appearance, however, he was quiet and 
reserved in manner and was often criti- 
cized for being too cautious. In truth, he 
was a man who lived only for his beliefs 
and cared nothing for worldly 
possessions. A visitor described him as a 
man who “had friends who were willing 
to sacrifice everything for him; yet he 
was often in need of a dollar and when 
his poverty was discovered, he declined 
to receive assistance In any shape or 
form. He seemed to care nothing for 
success in life, his whole mind being 
absorbed with one idea — rebellion In 

Ireland. "4 

Another visitor remarked “A $10 
greenback over and above his im- 
mediate wants was a fortune to him, but 
one that he kept a loose hold of; for 
anyone who approached him with a 
woeful story was sure to get it out of 
him. "5 To be sure, there were many 
hangers-on loafing around the New 
York headquarters, living off what they 
could scrounge from the treasury. 
O'Mahony tolerated these men and 
even treated many as trusted cronies, 
despite the fact that some of them were 
suspected Informers. Actually the ranks 
of both branches must have been 
modestly increased by the numbers of 
paid informers and secret agents which 
they-contained. 

The Fenians had at first grown at a 
slower pace than the I.R.B., which would 
eventually have an estimated 50,000 
members. In the early 1860's, however. 


two events occurred which altered this 
circumstance. First, Terence Manus, a 
hero of '48, passed away In San Fran- 
cisco, and as his body was returned to 
Ireland, rallies were held along the way 
which renewed the people's interest in 
republicanism. The second event, the 
U.S. Civil War, proved to be even more 
fortunate. This was an ideal way not only 
to train their men, but to gather new 
recruits as well. One sixth of all Union 
enlistments were Irishmen, and entire 
Fenian circles joined up together and 
then helped bring in new men. 

Besides gaining combat experience 
for their men, the Fenians hoped that 
the hostilities might also bring about a 
new war between the U.S. and Britain 
which, of course, they could use to their 
advantage. In fact, feelings did run so 
high between the two countries that at 
one point, during the Trent Affair, Bri- 
tain rushed 10,000 soldiers to Canada to 
guard against an American invasion. 
Britain not only provided a market for 
the South's cotton, but also supplied 
them with munitions in return. The 
deadly Southern raiders, Alabama and 
Florida, were built and armed from 
English ports. These and other facts 
caused much resentment of Britain in 
the U.S. and gave the Fenians en- 
couragement in their plans. 

Meanwhile, Fenian membership 
began to increase rapidly as O'Mahony 
sent organizers throughout the country. 
At a national convention held in 
Chicago in 1863, eighty-two delegates 
from twelve states met together to 
create a constitution and to pledge their 
“intense and undying hatred towards 
the Monarchy and Oligarchy of Great 
Britain'' which had for “so long ground 
their country into the dust, hanging her 
patriots, starving out her people, and 
sweeping myriads of Irishmen, women 
and children off their paternal fields to 
find refuge in foreign lands."® 

O'Mahony was reelected as Head 
Center at this convention, though not 
without some opposition. Over the 
years, only desperate trips across the 
Atlantic by either one or the other of the 
two autocratic leaders, O'Mahony and 
Stephens, had held the two branches of

the organization together. Now, in 
Chicago, another figure emerged, and 
he, too, was determined to make his 
voice heard within the society. 

Under the newly adopted constitu- 
tion, O'Mahony was forced to share his 
leadership with both a cabinet and a five 
member senate. This abridgement of his 
authority was due to the growing in- 
fluence of William R. Roberts, a wealthy 
young merchant who at an early age had 
migrated, to the U.S. from Ireland. 
Roberts was never as popular as 
O'Mahony, but he was a powerful 
orator and above all, he promised action 
to the many members who were grow- 
ing weary of O'Mahony's cautious pace. 

The year 1865 was to be the high point 
of the Fenian Brotherhood. The receipts 
brought in from all the years from 1858 
to 1863 had totaled only $15,000 but in 
the single year of 1865 they reached 
$228,000! There was even a sisterhood 
established and new members, in- 
cluding ex-confederates, were joining 
all the time. As membership rose, 
however, so did expenditures and the 
treasury was being constantly depleted. 
Often the funds sent to Ireland were 
intercepted by British agents who had 
been tipped-off in advance. Despite 
this, during a fund raising tour of the 
U.S., James Stephens promised to make 
1865 the year of ''Insurrection or Dis- 
solution. 

The convention of that year saw 348 
delegates from 273 different circles but it 


also saw a fatal ideological split. 
O'Mahony was determined that a 
rebellion in Ireland, supported by men 
and arms from America, was the true 
course for the Fenians. Now, however, 
Roberts and his supporters introduced 
their own plan. Although the Fenians 
had been able to infiltrate men into 
Ireland, they had never succeeded in 
smuggling arms to Stephens and, as a 
result, the I.R.B. was still virtually 
powerless. The pragmatic O'Mahony 
insisted in waiting for the right time to 
strike, but Roberts proposed Instead to 
make an invasion of Canada. 

Roberts believed that his plan had 
several advantages besides giving the 
Impatient members some action. For 
one thing it might at last touch off the 
long hoped for war between the U.S. 
and Britain, or, failing this, it would at 
least provide a base for making a full 
scale attack against the British. Roberts 
also felt that the large numbers of Irish in 
Canada, as well as the disaffected French 
populace, would readily join his forces. 
O'Mahony was bitterly opposed to this 
strategy and a permanent rift was 
created in the Brotherhood. 

This rift deepened late in 1865 when 
the Fenians prepared an issue of fund 
raising bonds. The bonds were sup- 
posed to be signed by the treasurer, 
Bernard Dorian Killian, and an ap- 
pointed bond agent. Unfortunately, the 
agent resigned and, to expedite the sale, 
O'Mahony signed some $68,000 worth 
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himself. Since he did so without 
authorization by the senate, they 
promptly condemned the issue as 
fraudulent. Then, using this as a pretext, 
they ousted O'Mahony from his posi- 
tion as Head Center. William Roberts 
became the new leader of the Fenians, 
or at least of one faction of them, for 
O'Mahony and his supporters formed 
their own wing. 

In February 1866, the O'Mahony fac- 
tion advertised their bonds in the Irish 
People, the Fenian newspaper, and they 
sold so well that in this same month the 
Roberts wing began to offer their own. 
The bonds sold well for both groups; 
even poor servant girls saved up their 
pennies for them, but today they repre- 
sent little more than the vanished 
dreams of those who purchased them. 

Attempts at reconciliation failed and 
the two factions continued on separate 
ways, with the O'Mahony wing still 
supporting Stephens while the Roberts 
wing concentrated on the invasion of 
Canada. In 1840, Upper Canada (present 
day Ontario) and Lower Canada (now 
the Province of Quebec) had been 
joined into the Province of Canada. 
Although this had created a single 
government, the Province remained dis- 
united with sectional differences. The 
friction caused by the U.S. Civil War, 
including such incidents as the St. 
Albans raid where the rebels used 
Canada as a base for their attack, had led 
many Canadians to fear annexation by 
their large neighbor to the south. When 
the Reciprocity Treaty, which allowed 
free trade between the two nations, had 
been revoked by the U.S., the Canadian 
Governor-General had deemed the 
situation serious enough to call out 2,000 
volunteers. Now, in 1866, the Province 
was trying to persuade Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick to join in a confedera- 
tion. This important proposal was under 
consideration just as the Fenians began 
to make their plans. 

Rumors of an invasion had begun 
even earlier in late 1865 and they had 
continued on into the next year. The 
Fenian's strength was greatly ex- 
aggerated in newspaper accounts so the 


Canadians had no clear Idea of what 
they were facing, and they hurriedly 
began to form a militia force. They also 
believed that the U.S. might be little 
inclined to interfere with the planned 
invasion. The Irish now made up a 
powerful segment of the American elec- 
torate, and many politicians found it 
prudent to support any ideas of Irish 
independence. One group of Fenians 
was granted an interview with President 
Johnson and Secretary of State Seward 
and when they inquired as to the 
administration's reaction to the Cana- 
dian venture, they received the am- 
biguous but encouraging reply that It 
would “acknowledge accomplished 
facts."® Such words left both Fenians and 
nervous Canadians feeling that the U.S. 
might simply turn its back on any inva- 
sion. 

In February of 1866, the Roberts wing 
completed their plans which called fora 
three-pronged attack from Vermont, 
New York and Chicago. Their 
commander-in-chief was to be Thomas 
Sweeny, a former brigadier general in 
the U.S. Army with a long and dis- 
tinguished record. Sweeny disdainfully 
discounted the British troops still 
stationed in Canada and chose to 
believe the militia was composed of 
sympathizers. Professing that Canada 
could be conquered with only 10,000 
men, he promised that soon “The green 
flag will be flying... to freedom's breeze 
and we will have a base... from which we 
can not only emancipate Ireland, but 
also annihilate England."^ 

Ironically, while the Fenians were 
counting on support from the Irish 
Canadians, many of these people were 
Protestants, and then, as now, the 
Orangemen did not consider the 
revolutionaries of Catholic Ireland to be 
their allies. The Fenians were to find no 
sympathy at all in Canada; but rather 
32,000 militiamen who could be called 
up within twenty four hours. 

Saint Patrick's Day, the expected time 
of the attack, came and went with no 
sign of General Sweeny; instead it was 
the O'Mahony wing which struck an 
unexpected blow. Ever since their break 
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with the other Fenians, they had quietly 
devoted themselves to infiltrating un- 
dercover men into Ireland. They had 
been so successful at this that the Habeas 
Corpus act had been suspended that 
February in order to deal with the Fenian 
agents. Although this had produced 
much favorable publicity, the agents 
were actually able to accomplish very 
little. So treasurer Killian came up with 
the idea of seizing Campo Bello Island, a 
small island off the coasts of Maine and 
New Brunswick. Killian convinced 
O'Mahony that the island was neutral 
and would make an Ideal base from 
which they could ship arms without any 
interference. 

O'Mahony, perhaps still chafing un- 
der past criticism and aware that Roberts 
was rapidly taking the initiative away 
from him, finally consented, and In April 
of 1865, Killian led a force of some 800 
armed men to Eastport, Maine. Many 
alarmed Canadians evacuated the area 
and both British regulars and militia 
units were rushed to the vicinity. Even 
the U.S., which had been ignoring the 
Fenian's preparations, was forced into 
action and confiscated the Fenian's 
supply ship. When General George 
Meade arrived at the head of a large 
federal force, the Fenians protested that 
they were just there for the fishing and 
hurriedly retreated back to New York. 
Outside of terrorizing the residents, all 
that they accomplished was to burn a 
small building. 

This humiliating venture cost the 
O'Mahony wing $40,000, which they 
could ill-afford to waste, and it cost John 
O'Mahony the last vestiges of his in- 
fluence and prestige. Many of his 
followers deserted to Roberts, and the 
original wing of the Fenians ceased to be 
of any importance. On his next trip to 
the U.S., Stephens sternly demanded 
O'Mahony's resignation and assumed 
the position himself. 

This ill-fated raid did, however, have 
an important effect on Canada's future. 
The people of New Brunswick had voted 
that March on whether or not to join the 
Confederation of Canada West (On- 
tario) and Canada East (Quebec) and the 


anti-confederation forces had won. The 
Fenians' actions, however, convinced 
many people that they would be more 
secure in the Confederation, and when 
a new election was held after the raid, 
they reversed their previous vote. The 
new Premier, Samual Tilley, admitted 
that the Fenians' influence was ”a most 
decided one, for when they came and 
said they were prepared to assist the 
'antis' In preventing confederation, the 
feeling in favor of union at once became 
more general, for the people saw that in 
that alone was safety. 

With the Fenians In disgrace, the 
Canadians relaxed, but now the Roberts 
wing was mobilizing Its forces to make a 
move. Men came from as far as New 
Orleans, yet it soon became apparent 
that many centers. In their enthusiasm, 
had greatly exaggerated their 
membership. There would be no where 
near the numbers promised. Despite 
this shortcoming, the prestige of the 
Brotherhood was at stake and action of 
some sort was needed. So, on the night 
of May 31, Colonel John O'Neill and 

1.000 men slipped across the Niagara 
River and landed on Canadian soil near 
Fort Erie. 

O'Neill was another experienced 
veteran and, in the absence of the 
general who was supposed to command 
his area, had volunteered to lead the 
raid. He advanced unopposed on the 
following morning but failed to find the 
expected allies. Instead, farmers refused 
them provisions and ran off their 
livestock. The Fenians, for their part, cut 
telegraph wires and generally succeed- 
ed In spreading panic; despite issuing a 
proclamation stating "We are here 
neither as murderers, nor robbers, for 
plunder and spoliation. We are here as 
an Irish army of liberation. 

The Canadians didn't take long to 
react to their would-be liberators and 
Governor-General Monck called out 

20.000 men to deal with them. In the 
meantime, a U.S. gunboat had steamed 
to the area and cut off both supplies and 
reinforcements from the invaders. After 
a day of Inactivity, a column of regulars 
and another of militia were dispatched 
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from different points in an effort to 
catch the Fenians between them. 

O'Neill decided to take the initiative 
and he led his green-shirted out to meet 
the militia who were The Queen's Own 
Rifles, composed mainly of inexperi- 
encedstudents. Despite this, they fought 
bravely until they were finally routed by 
the veteran Fenians. This episode, 
known as the Battle of Ridgeway, costing 
a total of twenty lives and sixty wound- 
ed, would prove to be the Fenians' first 
and last victory. 

The arrival of the regulars saved the 
day for the Canadians, and soon it was 
the tired and hungry Fenians' turn to 
retreat. Things continued downhill back 
on their own shore, as an angry General 
Meade placed them all under arrest and 
President Johnson publicly condemned 
them. The Fenian leaders now felt dis- 
heartened and betrayed. The politicians 
had lead them into believing that 
they would receive their support, but 
the Fenians were only a pawn in the 
struggle between Johnson and the 
Radical Republicans. 

Shortly after O'Neill's vain exploit. 
General Sweeny was arrested at his 
Vermont headquarters. General Spears, 
arrested with Sweeny, did escape and 
briefly led another 1,000 men across the 
border, but the Fenians had lettheirmo- 


ment of glory slip through their fingers. 
Soon Spears and his soldiers were also 
arrested and then sent home. In all 
Meade dispersed some 7,000 Fenians 
from along the border. 

Meanwhile, In Ireland, the police had 
raided the I.R.B. headquarters and sent 
many of the leaders, including Stephens, 
to prison. But once again Stephens 
escaped to Paris and then made his way 
to America in an attempt to salvage 
something of the movement. The 
Roberts wing did hold a large and 
successful rally in Chicago which at- 
tracted some 10,000 people, including 
the Governor of the state; but Stephens 
denounced them as traitors and the 
society continued to be bitterly divided. 
Now, internal friction, a chronic shor- 
tage of funds, and close government 
surveillance were quickly bringing the 
Fenians to the end of their tether. 

Although conventions were held in 
1868 and 1869, there were no further 
raids until 1870, when John O'Neill, now 
the Head Center as well as the greatest 
hero among the Fenians, began to lay in 
arms along the border preparatory to 
another attack. Informers again 
revealed his plans, but when General 
Meade requested permission to seize 
these caches. President Grant laconical- 
ly replied, 'The British did not seize or

The first issue was printed for the 
O'Mahony wjpg by the Continental 
Bank Note Co. of New York. The $5 is the 
smallest, being 8.5 x 20.5cm and is the 
only one printed on the reverse. It is also 
the only one bearing the signatures of 
both O'Mahony as Bond Agent and of 
Bernard Dorien Killian as Treasurer. All 
of the others are larger, approximately 
18.5 X 28cm. (without stub), uniface and 
signed only by O'Mahony. 

Description 

$5 At the right is Theobald Wolfe Tone 
(1763-1798), Irish republican and 
rebel. At the left is an allegorical figure 
representing Erin. With one hand she 
is pointing to a sword lying in front of 
an American soldier; with the other 
hand she points to the far shores of 
Ireland. Other symbols such as a harp 
and Irish Wolfhound are also 
featured. 

$10 At the right is Lord Edward Fitzgerald 
(1763-1798), an Irish insurgent leader 
who died In prison of his wounds. At 
the center is the vignette of Erin; at the 
left is Tone. 

$20 At the right is Robert Emmet (1778-

stop the Alabama.^^ Such an evident lack 
of concern amongst high level 
Americans over Fenian activities was a 
source of constant concern for the 
Canadians, but the Fenians were never 
able to take advantage of the anti-British 
feeling in this country. 


O'Neill and 700 of his followers did 
manage a brief sally across the Vermont 
border that cost another four or five 
lives and all their supplies, but ac- 
complished absolutely nothing. This 
time the wayward Col. O'Neill was 
sentenced to a federal prison but was 
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soon pardoned by Grant. For the 
Fenians, this raid would be the last 
hoorah. 

In 1872, John O'Mahony was per- 
suaded to head the Brotherhood again, 
but both the enthusiasm and the time 
were past and it was too late for 
O'Mahony to effect a revival. The 
organization had been reduced to only 
two states, and many members had 
defected to newer groups. By 1887, the 
Fenian Brotherhood would cease to 
exist. O'Mahony had died in 1877 in a 
New York tenement, his last years filled 
with poverty, illness and disappoint- 
ment. But when his body was being 
returned to I reland, thousands of mourn- 
ing Irish-Americans marched behind 
the coffin on its way to the docks. The 
greatest promoter of the cause and the 
most abused, O'Mahony's worth was 
realized only after death. As one of his 
comrades said ''A cause which can point 
to patriots as pure as John O'Mahony — 
men of incorruptible Integrity and un- 
compromising principles — will not die 
and cannot be put down.''^^ 

James Stephens was finally permitted 
to return to his homeland In 1891 and 
died there ten years later. Although 
both the Fenians and the I.R.B. had 
failed in accomplishing their goal, they 
did have an important effect on the 
futures of both Ireland and Canada. Due 
to the existence of these groups, liberals 
like Gladstone were made more aware 


of the Irish dilemma and sought to solve 
it. Reform measures such as the Land Act 
were traceable to the I.R.B., and soon 
others like Parnell were picking up 
where Stephens had left off. Stephens 
himself said ‘Mf Fenianism had not 
aroused the Irish race from its torpor, a 
generation would have passed away 
without any uprising against English 
supremacy and the succeeding genera- 
tion might possibly bury the hatchet 
forever and accept accomplished 
facts. 

In Canada, too, the impact of the 
Fenians was felt as these would-be con- 
querors forced all of the peoples of 
British North America to look towards 
each other for their mutual security. In 
1866, the Niagara Mail summed up the 
effect of the Fenian raids 'The Fenian 
invasion has had the effect of not only 
rallying all classes of the Canadian peo- 
ple to the defense of the Country, but it 
had the additional effect of uniting the 
North American colonies as one, for the 
defense of the whole. ''^5 

So, although the Fenians are now ail 
but forgotten, they did play a brief but 
important roje in the course of history. 
Today, however, despite the fact that 
they were the only fraternal society in 
America ever allowed to publicly bear 
arms and proclaim their revolutionary 
intentions, they are recalled mainly by 
their once worthless bonds, now 
coveted only by collectors.

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Recently there has been quite an upsurge of interest in coins 
from Eastern Europe, particularly those of the Baltic States. Of 
these the coins of the Republic of Lithuania, issued during their 
intermittant periods of independence, offer an interesting 
collection, their symbolism portraying the country's rich 
heritage and desperate struggle for national autonomy. 


Lithuania is located on the eastern 
shore of the Baltic Sea and is bounded 
on the north by Latvia, on the south by 
Poland, and on the east by the Soviet 
Union. It declared its independence on 
February 16, 1918, and proceeded to 
emerge from the ruins of World War I to 
build a prosperous and nationalistic 
country. The history of Lithuania 
however, dates back several centuries. 
Lithuanians, direct descendents of the 
Aistians of the Indo-European family, 
are unrelated to either the Germans or 
Slaves, and the Lithuanian language, 
which has a pronounced similarity to 
Sanskrit, is one of the oldest living 
languages in the world. In fact, the 
language is used and studied in various 
universities in translating ancient Euro- 
pean manuscripts. 

During the middle ages, Lithuania was 
one of the most powerful states in 
Europe. Under Gediminas (d. 1342), who 
has been called the founder of 
Lithuania, various Lithuanian tribes were 
unified into an organized unit, and the 
nation was expanded territorially and 
culturally. Lithuania's greatest patriarch 
was Grand Duke Vytautas Didysis, 
known as Vytautas the Great (1392-1430). 
Under Vytautas, Lithuania's empire 
grew from the Baltic to the Black Seas, 
covering 350,000 square miles. It was 
Vytautas who defeated the Teutonic 
knights in the Battle of Tannenberg in 
1410. 

To protect themselves from the threat 
of German and Russian powers, 
Lithuania and Poland formed a Com- 
monwealth In 1569, which lasted until 
1795. Both Poland and Lithuania issued 
their own coins during this period. After 
the final partition of Poland/Lithuania in 
1795, Lithuania came under Russian con- 
trol for 123 years. During this period, 
Russia tri^d to ''russify" the Lithuanians, 


but were met with stiff opposition. All 
parochial schools In Lithuania were 
closed, printed matter in Lithuanian was 
forbidden, and oppression increaised. 

But the national consciousness of 
Lithuanians continued to grow, and in 
1905, following Russia's defeat by Japan, 
the Lithuanian people convened a 
National Assembly in its capital city of 
Vilnius. This assembly, presided over by 
Jonas Basanavicius (1851-1927), demand- 
ed home rule for Lithuania. As World 
War I weakened both Russia and Ger- 
many, a Lithuanian national council, 
called the Taryba was assembled. Presid- 
ed over by Antanas Smetona (1874- 
1944), the Taryba proclaimed the 
restoration of Lithuanian Independence 
on February 16, 1918. Thousands of 
Lithuanian volunteers drove the Ger- 
mans, Poles, and Russians out of

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Lithuania, and an independent govern- 
ment was formed. 

On July 20, 1920, the Soviet Union 
signed a peace treaty with Lithuania 
which declared: ''Russia, without any 
reservation whatsoever, recognizes 


Lithuania as a self-governing and in- 
dependent state with all juridical conse- 
quences that follow from such a 
recognition and in the spirit of free and 
good will renounces for all time ail 
sovereignty rights of Russia concerning 
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Antanas Smetana, first and fourth (last) presi- 
dent of Lithuania. 


the Lithuanian nation and Lithuanian 
territory/' It also signed a Non- 
Aggression Pact in T926 which read: 
"The Republic of Lithuania and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
mutually undertake to respect in all 
circumstances the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity and inviolability of 
each other." They were promises which 
would one day be broken. 

Lithuania became a member of the 
League of Nations and established a 
democratic-style of government. In the 
remarkable economic and cultural 
progress which the following years 
brought, this country became a major 
supplier of Europe's dairy products. 

Lithuania has always been a prime 
area for the study of numismatics, since 
90% of the world's supply of the 
precious gem stone amber, used as a 
medium of exchange in commerce with 
many nations throughout the centuries, 
comes from the Baltic States. Amber 
which originated In Lithuania has been 
found as far as Egypt, and, in turn, 
Egyptian artifacts have been found in 
Lithuania, buried in numerous mounds

where the Lithuanian townspeople 
stored their treasures. A fine collection 
of Lithuanian amber is located at the 
Balzekas Museum of Lithuanian Culture 
in Chicago. 

In addition to amber, coins of 
medieval Lithuania are quite popular. A 
vast collection of ancient and medieval 
Lithuanian money, containing many 
rarities and unique specimens, was 
assembled by the late numismatist Dr. 
A.M. Rackus and placed in the Vytautas 
the Great National Museum in Kaunas, 
Lithuania. This collection was lost to the 
Russians In 1940 and its fate is unknown 
today. 

Lest numismatists forget, the United 
States owes one of its most popular and 
famous coins to a Lithuanian: Victor 
David Brenner, the designer of the 
Lincoln Cent, was from Siauliau, 
Lithuania. His father was a well-known 
numismatist, engraver, and die cutter. 

Up to 1922, Lithuania issued no money 
of its own, but used German marks as its 
medium of exchange. A branch of the 
German "Darlehnskasse Ost" was set up 
in the provisional capital of Kaunas and 
supplied Lithuania with Its money. 
Because of the disastrous inflation of the 
German mark in 1922, Lithuania es- 
tablished its own monetary system, bas- 
ed on the unit of litas. One litas was 
worth 10 cents in American money; 100 
centas equaled 1 litas. After 1934, the 
litas was revalued to almost 17 cents, 
where it remained until World War II. 
Paper litas and centas notes were Issued, 
but the paper centas notes were 
withdrawn by 1927, as coinage 
appeared. 

Beginning in 1925, Lithuania issued its 
own coins. The first were struck at the 
Royal Mint, London, and at King's Nor- 
ton Metal Company, Birmingham. 

The obverse of all issues featured 
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Kaunas 



Vytis, a knight on a white horse, 
is a national symbol utilized on most Lithuanian currency. 


Lithuania's national symbol, Vytis, a 
knight on a white horse. This symbol was 
used by Vytautas the Great, and its use 
on coins provided the Lithuanian peo- 
ple with a link to their rich heritage. All 
modern Lithuanian coins, as well as 
numerous medieval issues, are easily 
recognizable by this emblem. 

Also contained on the obverse was 
another Lithuanian symbol, the 
"Columns of Gediminas," or ''gate." 
This symbol was also used during 
medieval times by Vytautas, and was 
often associated with the capital city of 
Vilnius and the port city of Klaipeda 
(Memel). This symbol can also be found 
on the 20th century issues, as well as 
some medieval ones. In recent years it 
has become a symbol of freedom and is 
forbidden in Lithuania today. 

All coins of 1925 bear the date, Vytis, 


and the Columns on the obverse posi- 
tion. The 1 centas, 5 cental, 10 centu, 20 
centu and 50 centu pieces are of 
aluminum-bronze with respective min- 
tages qf 5, 12, 12, 8, and 5 million. The 1 
litas, a .500 fine silver issue has a total 
mintage of 5,935,000. Four million of 
these were struck In London by the 
Royal Mint in 1925, with the remainder 
being struck In 1936 by Spindulys, Ltd. in 
Kaunas and dated 1925; there is no way 
tp distinguish between the two. The two 
litu and 5 lital, also .500 fine silver issues, 
were minted in quantities of three 
million and one million. 

In 1936 a new constitution was 
formed, and Antanas Semtona was 
reelected President, Legislation had 
called for a 50 litai gold coin to be struck, 
but because of an Increasing awareness 
of Impending war, this was never carried

New coins struck in 1936 were minted in 
Kaunas by Spyndulys Ltd., on planchets 
supplied by the Brussels Mint. Spyn- 
dulys, Lithuania's major printing firm, 
also produced the country's banknotes 
during the 1930's. 

The 1936 issue also featured Vytis on 
the obverse along with ''Lietuva." The 1 
centas, 2 centai, and 5 centai pieces, 
dated 1936, were struck in bronze in 
quantities of 9,995,000; 4,951,000; and 

4.800.000. 

The 5 litai, .750 silver, mintage of 2.75 
million, features Dr. Jonas Basanavicius 
(1851-1927) on its obverse. Basanavicius 
was a formidable leader in Lithuania's 
fight for independence from Russia in 
the early 1900's. The reverse features 
Vytis and the date 1936. The edge of the 
coin is inscribed: TAUTOS GEROVE 
TAVO GEROVE (The welfare of the 
nation is your welfare). Plain edge 
patterns are known to exist. 

The 10 litu, .750 silver, mintage of 

876.000, is perhaps Lithuania's most 
beautiful and artistic issue. The obverse 
features a portrait of Grand Duke 
Vytautas Didysis, Vytautas the Great. 
Inscribed on the edge in various 
positions is the message; VIENYBEJE 
TATOS JEGA (In unity lies the strength of 
the nation). Plain edge patterns are 
known to exist. The reverse of the coin 
features Vytis and the date 1936. This 
coin's issuance proved highly ap- 
propriate, as its release coincided with 
the opening of the Vytautas, the Great 
National Museum in Kaunas. 

In 1938 events in Europe put in- 
creasing pressure on Lithuania, as it saw 
the ominous threat of Germany and the 
Soviet Union upon the horizon, and 
Lithuania itself found it increasingly dif- 
ficult to remain neutral, as Germany, 
Poland, and the Soviet Union all 
demanded various territorial and 
militarial concessions. A new constitu- 
tion was adopted, which gave President 
Smetona power to deal with the fast- 
moving events of the day. 

As 1938 marked the 20th anniversary 
of Lithuanian independence, a 10 litu 
piece was struck commemorating the 
event. The obverse portrays President 
Antanas Smetona, while the reverse 
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As exemplified in this October, 1977, newspaper article, the

carries the legend: DVIDESIMT METU 
NEPRIKLAUSOMYBES (Twenty years of 
independence). The Columns, 
Lithuania's symbol of freedom, is found 
along with "'Lietuva 1918-1938." Only 
180,000 of these were minted, making 
this by far the most difficult regular issue 
to obtain. These pieces are highly prized 
and eagerly sought in any condition. 

In addition to the special com- 
memoration piece, 1938 saw the striking 
of several test patterns of a new 2 Litu 
piece, and all featured a portrait of 
President Smetona. These pieces are 
known in both silver and brass and are 
quite rare. 

In 1939 Nazi Germany and the Soviet 


Union entered into secret agreements 
against Lithuania. On June 15, 1940, the 
Soviet Union, In violation of its treaties 
with Lithuania, invaded the country with 
300,000 soldiers, supported by armored 
tanks and planes. President Smetona was 
forced to flee across the German border. 

In the reign of terror which followed 
and the ensuing war years, Lithuania lost 
nearly a third of Its population. A Rus- 
sian installed government was formed, 
and on August 3, 1940, the Soviet Union 
admitted the country as the 14th 
Republic of the U.S.S.R. One year later, 
as Germany was invading the U.S.S.R., 
the Lithuanians revolted in mass, driving 
the Russians out, and proclaimed in- 
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dependence. This independence was to 
be short-lived, however, as the German 
army arrived soon thereafter and con- 
tinued the oppressive policies which 
had begun under the Russians. 

It should be noted that until 1941, the 
Lithuanian Republic litas were allowed 
to circulate freely with the Russian rou- 
ble. However, by the end of 1941, as the 
Germans were advancing upon 
Lithuania, the Russians seized all paper 
and silver litas. The coinage was taken to 
Moscow and melted, and it is for this 
reason that mintage figures are deceiv- 
ing and Lithuanian coinage scarce, es- 
pecially the 1938 10 litu. 

In 1944, as the Russians were advanc- 
ing on the retreating German army, 
thousands of Lithuanians attempted to 
escape by means of the Baltic Sea. Many 
perished as they were bombarded by 
both the Russians and the Germans. 
Since the reoccupation of Lithuania by 
the Soviet Union in 1944, the history of 
Lithuania has been a gruesome one. 
Over 60,000 Lithuanian patriots died 
fighting Russian rule in 1940and again in 
1945. Over 300,000 Lithuanians were 
deported to Siberia; 130,000 of whom 
died in concentration camps from tor- 
ture and brutal living conditions. 

Today the Soviet Union is again 
vigorously attempting to 'Vussify'^ the 
Lithuanian people. The Lithuanian 


Communist Party is over 50% Russian. 
Thirty-five thousand Lithuanian young 
people are forced to leave their 
homeland annually and resettle in 
Siberia, while Russians are resettled in 
occupied Lithuania. Foreign newspaper 
reporters are not allowed and few 
tourists are admitted. But underground 
activity movements remain high, even 
today. Not only are the Lithuanians 
fighting for their human rights; they are 
fighting for their national rights. 

As recently as October 1977, reports 
reached the West of revolts against 
Russian occupation. An estimated 15,000 
Lithuanians went on a rampage in the 
capital city of Vilnius after a soccer 
game, smashing Soviet banners and of- 
fices. They shouted nationalistic slogans 
and “Russians go home!'' Soviet troops 
responded by invading the city and 
patrolling it with automatic weapons. 

The United States, as well as many 
other Western nations, has not 
recognized the forced incorporation of 
Lithuania into the Soviet Union, and 
Lithuanian diplomatic offices are still 
maintained in many western capitals. As 
1978 marks the 60th anniversary of the 
Lithuanian proclamation of in- 
dependence, Lithuanians throughout 
the world hope for the day when they 
will be able to return to their native 
homeland in a free Lithuania.

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The Official Medals of the Pan American Games 



The International Coin Museum of Philadelphia has been named exclusive distributor of the 
first official set of medals commemorating the Pan-American Games. The set honors the eighth 
meeting of the games which will be held in San Juan, Puerto Rico, August 14-18, 1979. 

Ranking second only to the Olympics, the Pan-American Games are expected to draw over 
6000 participants from thirty-three countries, encompassing every country in North, South, and 
Central America. Major events to be featured will include archery, baseball, basketball, boxing, 
cycling, equestrian, fencing, field hockey, gymnastics, judo, roller skating, rowing, shooting, 
soccer, softball, swimming, tennis, track and field, volleyball, weight-lifting, wrestling, and 
yachting. Each event graces the obverse of a separate medal. 

Hispamer Mint in Guaynabo, Puerto Rico, reputed to be the finest in Latin and South America, 
has been chosen to strike the silver medals, while Lorenzo Homar, a top Latin American artist, has 
designed each medal, as well as the official symbol for the games. The stone collar of the Taino 
Indians, the symbol he selected, circles the Pan-American fire and torch on the reverse of each 
medal. 

The ultimate goal from the sale of the medals Is to raise a minimum of $6,000,000 for the Pan- 
American Organizing Committee. Funds will be used for construction of facilities for the games, 
housing and shelter, and other related programs. In addition, sales will also help raise the 
$9,000,000 needed for the United States Olympic Committee. 

The medals, which have a diameter of 40 mm and are .999 pure silver, will be individually 
housed In a blue plush velvet case and sold for $20 each, of which $6 represents tax-deductible 
contributions to the sponsoring organizations, the U.S. Olympic Committee and the Pan- 
American Organizing Committee. Included with each medal will be a black and white rendering 
of the artist's drawing, suitable for framing, and a smaller picture with the history of each sport 
and Its participation in the games. A 50mm, .999 pure silver Pan-American Games theme medal 
will be sold for $30. A handsome display case, which can be hung or displayed on a table, will be 
given free to purchasers of the entire medal series. The complete set, which will cost $475, will 
include two theme medals and a complete set of renderings.

Unlisted Louisiana Purchase Exposition Tokens 

The exonumia of the 1904 St. Louis World's Fair has been extensively catalogued, 
primarily by Nathan Eglit in his 1970 TAMS catalogue of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. While an occasional unlisted piece does show up, it is unusual for seven 
such pieces to appear at one time. Pictured here is a 35 mm two-part brass container in 
which seven ''miniature" 16mm tokens were enclosed. 



Three of the tokens are struck in 
aluminum: Palace of Liberal Arts, Palace 
of Mines and Metallurgy, Hall of 
Festivals and Central Cascades, and the 
remaining four tokens are struck in 
brass: Palace of Manufactures, Palace of 
Machinery, Palace of Transportation, 
and United States Government Building. 

The discovery of these seven tokens 
raises speculation as to the possible 


existence of other varieties. It is possible 
that the box once contained miniatures 
of all of the Fair buildings. If this is so, 
then one might expect the existence of 
tokens depicting the following 
buildings, all of which are represented 
by larger, 36 mm tokens: Palace of 
Electricity, Palace of Fraternity, Palace of 
Varied Industries, Palace of Art, and 
Palace of Agriculture. — HJ.L. 
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LE. Lee’s Tokens 

From Port Republic, a small town in 
Rockingham County, Virginia, comes a 
very unusual trade token. Although L.E. 
Lee probably wasn't an early conser- 
vationist, the method he used to 
manufacture his trade tokens shows us 
that the recycling process is nothing 
new. He simply took the tokens of 
another Port Republic merchant, filed 
that merchant's name off the obverses, 
and incused his name into the planchets. 


Lee, it is reasonable toassume,acquired 
these tokens when he purchased the 
other merchant's business. The person I 
obtained this token from stated that he 
had seen another denomination made 
the same way. The last three initials of 
the original merchant's name, "NDY," 
can still be seen on this specimen. I 
would like to hear from any collector 
owning one of these tokens without 
Lee's name incused over the name of the 
original merchant. The Illustrated token 
Is 29mm and struck in aluminum. 


Territorial Tokens 

The tokens used in our western states during their territorial periods comprise a 
group highly regarded by collectors today. Perhaps the popularity of these tokens is 
due partly to the fact that they are tangible representatives of life as it was during the 
rugged ''wild west" era (a life that has been overly glamorized by countless novels. 


motion pictures and television shows). 

Most tokens in this group were Issued 
either by private merchants or military 
post traders, who were private citizens 
licensed to conduct business at army 
forts. Since they were used as a sub- 
stitute for money, the inscriptions on 
these tokens include a monetary 
denomination or some other "good for" 
value. It is not enough for a token to 
have been issued during the territorial 
period — to qualify for inclusion in this 
select group, it must have an indication 
of this fact as part of Its inscription. "T," 
"TERR" or "TY" were usually used as 
abbreviations for the word "Territory." 

Illustrated here are tokens from my 
collection representing seven western 
territories. I have also seen tokens from 
Nebraska Territory. 



It is not difficult to acquire a token 
from Indian Territory, since a few types 
are fairly common. Approximately one 
hundred merchants issued tokens in this 
territory, prior to Oklahoma's statehood 
In 1907. 

The illustrated token, issued by the 
Savanna Coal Mining & Trading Co., 
Savanna, I.T., is of interest not only to 
Oklahoma collectors but also to collec- 
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tors of coal mine company store scrip. 
The National Scrip Collectors Associa- 
tion recently released the first edition of 
Edkins' Catalogue of Coal Company 
Store Scrip, and this book lists the token 
as Okla. 2521 BIO. The N.W. Stamp 
Works, St. Paul, Minn, struck this brass 
token, and they placed their name on it 
in a very unusual place — in tiny letters in 
the milling around the border. 


Oklahoma 



This is another territory from which 
tokens are fairly easy to acquire 
(although they are not nearly as com- 
mon as those from Indian Territory). The 
early aluminum token pictured here is 
an extremely rare transportation token. 
It Is listed in the Atwood catalog as Okla. 
330A, and it is the only known metal 
transportation token from any territory. 
The pedigree of this specimen can be 
traced to the Benjamin P. Wright collec- 
tion. It is listed in his ''American Business 
Tokens'' as number 1401. 

Washington 


All tokens from Washington Territory 
are rare, and seldom is one offered for 
sale. This one. Issued by the Pearl Bakery 
of Colfax, was struck in brass. As the 
photograph Indicates, it is 


counterstamped with the letter "B." I 
have no idea why this was done; perhaps 
a specialist in Washington state tokens 
can provide an answer. 

Montana 


This Is one of my favorite tokens. 
Issued by King & Ward, who evidently 
were saloon owners in Miles City, it is 
good for one drink. Elephants were 
pictured on several different western 
tokens issued during the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, usually to 
advertise "White Elephant" saloons; 
perhaps this was the name of King & 
Ward's establishment. In the January, 
1966, journal of the Token and Medal 
Society, one of these tokens was pic- 
tured and described as 29.9 mm, struck 
in bronze. My specimen, which is uncir- 
culated, is 31mm and struck in brass. 

Arizona 


Tokens from Arizona Territory are all 
scarce, and this attractive example is no 
exception. Struck in brass. It is a very well 
executed token. George Sicocan adver- 
tised himself as a dealer in wines, liquors 
and cigars, and this token was good for a 
drink at the Depot Beer Garden, a 
saloon evidently owned by him. 

Wyoming 

With the exception of one type, 
tokens from Wyoming Territory are very 
scarce. John London was the post trader 
at Fort Laramie from December 1880 
until he resigned in August 1888. This Is 
an unlisted denomination of a rare 
token listed in j.j. Curto's Military 
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Dakota 



Tokens of the United States. It is brass, 
with incuse lettering and blank reverse. 
Incidentally, the one type of Wyoming 
Territory token that is not scarce is an 
issue of J.K. Moore, Post Trader, Camp 
Brown, W.T. Several years ago a small 
hoard of these tokens turned up, so they 
are fairly easy to obtain today. 



Another military token Is Illustrated to 
represent Dakota Territory. I know of no 
common tokens from this territory. The 
token was struck In brass by the well 
known Chicago die sinkers, S.D. Childs 
& Co., and the reverse die is found on 
several different tokens issued during 
the late 1860's and 1870's. This token Is 
listed by Curto as F195. I have not been 
able to learn what the initials F.J.D. on 
the token stand for — probably the com- 
pany operated as post traders at Fort 
Thompson. — D.E.S.

An outstanding medal has been struck by Sporrong of Sweden in commemoration of the great 
Charlie Chaplin. It Is being offered by Smith-Edwards In America prior to its availability in 
Scandinavia, Switzerland and Great Britain. One of the finest portrait sculptors in Scandinavia, 
Karl Rolfsen of Oslo, Norway, designed the medal. 

A strictly limited edition is available worldwide: 2,000 In bronze, $22.50 postpaid; and 1,500 in 
sterling silver, $43.50 postpaid. Each medal is 45mm in diameter and is delivered in a leatherette 
showcase with a numbered certificate of origin. 

Sporrong of Sweden is the world's oldest private mint, established in 1666. Their North 
American distributor is Smith-Edwards Quality Limited Editions, Box F-4862, Westlake Village, 
CA 91359. 
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More Commonly Altered Coins 

We continue this month our list of the most commonly altered and counterfeited 
coins. These are not necessarily the most difficult fakes to spot, but we hope the 
photos will be of help, especially to the newcomers to the hobby. 



Genuine 


1914-D Cent: Very few counterfeit 1914- 
D cents are sent in. By far, the greatest 
number have mintmarks added to 
Philadelphia products. Generally, the 
field shows signs of having been buffed, 
and the mintmark itself appears 
different than the metal of the coin. 



Altered 




1931-S Cent; Here is another one that is 
seldom counterfeited but often altered. 
The particular coin we show here was 
altered from a 1936-S cent by simply 
"‘chasing"' the six and reshaping it as a 1. 
This one was rather poorly done, leaving 
traces of the original 6 and having the 1 
at a slight angle.

Altered 


1921 and 1921-D 10<t: All of the altered 
coins have a closed loop on the 9 and an 
odd shaped 2 when compared to the 
genuine. Quite often the field In and 
around the two shows evidence of 
another numeral having been removed. 




Genuine Altered 


1926-S 5<r: In this case, the added S seems 
to simply sit on top of the surface instead 
of flowing into the surface as the 
genuine mintmark does. Also, while the 


serifs of the genuine mintmark are ver- 
tically parallel to each other, the serifs of 
the added mintmark are not and are 
also slightly rounded instead of straight. 
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Genuine Altered 



Worn Dies Overdate 


1942-D 10<t: This is a slight departure 
from our genuine vs. altered or 
counterfeit coin theme since both of 
these coins are genuine products of the 
Denver mint. However, one of them is 
an overdate, while the other is simply the 
product of extremely worn dies which is 
sometimes mistaken for the overdate 
coin. Under the extreme pressures re- 
quired to form the image, the flow of the 
metal of the blank over the face of the 


die erodes the die. More erosion is 
evident toward the outside of the design 
details than on the inner edge of those 
same details, and it does resemble the 
1942 over 41 overdate. 



1882 $3: This is the so-called '‘Omega,'' 
similar to that on the 1907 Roman 
numeral $20, and also found on 1878 
counterfeit $3's. We have been told that 
it can be found on 1874 dated $3's but 
have not yet seen that date. Shown here

is the R of LIBERTY with the "omega" 
appearing in the upper loop of the R.

■ It surprised me to learn that the 
melting points of alloys are lower than 
those of the pure metals of which the 
alloys are composed. For example, pure 
silver melts at 961 °C and pure copper at 
1083°C, but sterling melts at 898°C. 
Lowering the purity of gold from 24kt to 
18kt lowers the melting point from 
1063°C to 927°C. Such Information is of 
Importance to jewelers and certain 
other craftsmen, especially to those who 
enamel (It melts at about 850°C) on 
metal. 

■ When In doubt, consult a good dic- 
tionary. Sensible advice, but remember 
that dictionaries were composed by 
humans and are therefore subject to 
imperfections, sometimes bordering on 
the comical. 

Some years ago I lived in Oak Park, 
Illinois, which boasted that it was the 
largest village in the U.S. That's fine, but 
what is a village as distinct from a town or 
city? Well, here's what a good dictionary 
has to say: a ''hamlet" is a small village; a 
"village" Is a small group of dwellings, 
usually ranking in size between a hamlet 
and a town; a "town" Is a population 
center, often incorporated, larger than a 
village and smaller than a city; a "city" is 
a town of significant size. In other words 
...joe is smaller than Ted; Ted is larger 
than Joe but smaller than Jim; Jim is 
larger than either Joe or Ted but not as 
large as Fred who's a farmer; you now 
know Mary Ann's shoe size. 

■ Way back yonder when the price of 
sending a letter was only five cents, the 
then Post Office Department Issued a 
stamp in mid-April of 1967 in observance 
of the centennial of the National 


Grange. The farmer drying his scythe 
with a cornhusk, said the POD, is of the 
period of about 1870. But to bank note 
collectors the significance of the 
vignette Is that it's a carefully made copy 
of an old bank note vignette. Even the 
background scene is the same on the 
two vignettes. 

The farmer adorned the left end of a 
$10 note of The Central Bank of Virginia, 
Staunton, and may have been on other 
notes that this collector has not seen. 
The note pictured here bears the 
American Bank Note Company imprint 
and is hand-dated August 6, 1860. 

Based on Information from the POD, 
the Handbook of Early Advertising Art, 
1947, was consulted and found to con- 
tain this design just as used on the bank 
note and stamp. The book gave no 
Information as to when or by whom the 
vignette was originated. But it appears 
that Edward Felver, who is credited with 
engraving the vignette for the stamp, 
took the design from the Handbook 
and, most likely, was not aware of its use 
on bank notes of a century earlier.

Certainly you have a right to “whiz'^ a VF-30 coin. But you have no right to advertise 
that whizzed VF-30 coin as an AU-55 nor even as an EF-40. You must describe the coin 
as a ''VF-30 whizzed'' specimen. 

Your failure to so describe that whizzed coin is deceptive advertising, can interest 
the U.S. Postal Inspector (If your ad and/or the coin went through the U.S. Mails),and 
can result in your published expulsion from ANA. And, if your name is Zilchman, your 
calling your whizzing operation by the word "zilchmanized" won't fool the Postal 
Inspector ... nor ANA's board of governors. 

ana's bylaws state that a whizzed coin must be advertised as whizzed, and also that 
its description must include the coin's grade prior to It being whizzed. If it was a VF-30 
coin prior to being whizzed. It's still a VF-30 coin! 

You see here one photo (magnified 40-X) of a section of the obverse of a 1911 
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VF-30 Whizzed

quarter dollar prior to the coin being whizzed. The other photo is the same section of 
that coin after it had been whizzed. Look carefully at the pre-whizzed 40-X picture. 
Even though the coin is only a VF-30 grade, you still can see traces of the coin's original 
''flow-lines" which radiated from the coin's center to its "beads" or "teeth" abutting 
the rim. Now look at the same area after the coin was "zilchmanized" at a fee of two 
bucks. The "flow lines" are long gone. Many of the digs and scratches have been 
whizzed away, and the collector In Small Town, America, buys the coin advertised as 
"AU-55" but offered at an attractive "EF-40" retail price. 

Not until he ... or his widow ... tries to sell that coin does the truth come out. The 
seller, on the other hand, has succeeded in selling a VF-30 grade coin at an EF-40 price. 

When will collectors learn that, as Seattle's Byron Johnson always puts it, "The only 
thing you get at a fire sale is burnt!"

The situation for discussion this month involves a highly reputable ANA member 
who ran an ad in one of the numismatic publications offering several coins for sale. 
These were nice coins, several in uncirculated condition. One of those offered for sale 
was worth about $75 retail. However, the ad in the numismatic publication came out 
with a price of $7. It never was established whether the fault for the incorrect ad was 
that of the seller or the publication. In any case, a buyer saw the ad and bought the $7 
coin along with several others. The coin was mailed. Within a day or two after receipt 
of the coin, the buyer took it to a local coin bourse and sold it. 


A few days after the sale, the seller 
somehow discovered the error and con- 
tacted the buyer to try and retrieve the 
coin. When informed that the coin had 
been sold, the seller became very 
agitated and filed a complaint with the 
ANA. After appropriate investigation, 
the ANA dropped the complaint. The 
seller has since written several times, still 
in regard to this complaint. 

There are a number of important 
factors involved here. First of all, there 
was an error in the original ad. 
Regardless of whose error it was, the 
publication could have tried to avoid the 
error. But more importantly, the seller 
should have checked the publication's 
running of the ad as soon as it was 
published. Secondly, and perhaps the 
key to this complaint, the person in the 
seller’s office who processed the order 
should have caught the price difference 
of the coin. The coin was sent out from 
the seller’s office in error. 

The seller accused the buyer of a lack 
of integrity and persisted in attempting 
to get the ANA to force his return of the 
coin or to pay for it in full. Since the ANA 
must base its judgment on written facts, 
we had no cause to challenge the 
buyer’s written statement that he had 


''picked a cherry” (gotten a real bargain) 
and sold it right away. While uncom- 
mon, bargains do occasionally exist, 
especially when hoards of certain coins 
are discovered. Thus it doesn’t seem 
appropriate to accuse somebody of be- 
ing dishonest for buying an advertised 
coin at 10%, or even 5%, of catalogue. 
There can be other implications, but the 
ANA must go on written documentation 
entirely. Had there been a different 
coin, incorrect grade or some other type 
of error, the handling of the complaint 
could have changed entirely. Had the 
buyer not resold the bargain coin right 
away, he could have been gracious 
enough to return it. Since he had sold 
the coin, this was not possible. Any 
implication that he was not telling the 
truth could not be substantiated. 

In summary, sometimes errors are 
made and somebody loses and someone 
else gets a bargain. Depending upon 
circumstances, and each situation is 
unique, there may be no violation of the 
ANA Code of Ethics. Careful thought 
should be given before filing a com- 
plaint with the ANA to determine if the 
Code of Ethics has been violated and 
whether or not that violation can be 
substantiated in writing.

A well-written and very readable ac- 
count of the lives of the mothers, wives, 
sisters, and daughters of the Roman 
emperors, this book is a good example 
of how the study of coins can bring 
history alive. Each coin is shown in actual 
size, as well as in an enlarged color plate, 
together with the coin's background 
and description. Geneological charts 
show the relationship between 
members of the Imperial families. 

The emphasis here is on history rather 
than the coin, but the author's apprecia- 
tion of coin design and the excellent 
illustrations make the book of interest to 
all collectors of ancient Roman coins.

THE ECONOMY OF LITERATURE, by Marc 
Shell. 1978. 171p. Ulus. Hard cover. The John 
Hopkins University Press, Baltimore, MD 
21218. $10. 

With so many ways of looking at coins 
and the part they play in everyday life, 
this author seems to have come up with a 
unique view. This book is an attempt to 
explain the relation between literary 
exchanges or communications and ''ex- 
changes that constitute political 
economy." Mr. Shell discusses the origin 
of both philosophy and coined money in 
Lydia, the significance of coin inscrip- 
tions, and other aspects of the relation 
between literature and monetary 
systems. He explores the writings of 
several philosophers such as Plato and 
Hegel and their analyses of money and 


economy, and discusses the analysis of 
economic themes in popular literature. 
Tying together the concept of money, 
the part it plays in our written com- 
munications, and the idea of money 
itself as a written communication is the 
basis of this book which is somewhat 
peripheral to numismatics as we usually 
think of It.

COINS AND THEIR CITIES, ARCHITECTURE 
ON THE ANCIENT COINS OF GREECE, 
ROME, AND PALESTINE, by Martin Jessop 
Price and Bluma L. Trell. 1977. 298p. Ulus. 
Hard Cover. Wayne State University Press, 
Detroit, Ml 48202. $30. 

As an archaelogical tool, coins often 
provide invaluable Insight into man's 
understanding of past cultures and 
civilizations. For students of architec- 
ture, this book explores ancient 
buildings which have been wholly or in 
part lost in time, but are seen on coins 
struck during their life span. 

Each chapter of the book is devoted to 
a different ancient city, however there is 
also a section which arranges the coins 
by building types. The majority of the 
coins are bronze; all are identified by 
ruler and date. Illustrations of each 
example are shown larger than actual 
size with no specifications as to actual 
size given. 

In the ancient world, monumental 
structures were, no doubt, more 
awe inspiring than they are in this day 
and age of skyscrapers, and a spectacular 
achievement to display on one's 
coinage. Though much of the technical 
language of architecture used in the 
book's discussion may be unfamiliar to 
numismatists, perhaps some interest will 
be ignited in pursuing this topical collec- 
tion.

BLACK MARKET MONEY, THE COLLAPSE OF 
U.S. MILITARY CURRENCY CONTROL IN 
WORLD WAR II, by Walter Rundell, Jr. 1964.

The field of numismatics can be 
enhanced immeasurably by studying 
the history and background of an 
economic problem. In this book, the 
problem is the economic situation dur- 
ing World War 11 in relation to the U.S. 
Army. U.S. military officials attempted to 
control the inflationary currencies of 
occupied countries during the war and 
for a short time after it. but met with very 
limitc'd success. This book analyzes the 
failure' of the military to control the 
situation. The author has used primary 
source' material from the General Ser- 
vices Administration’s Federal Records 
Center and the World War II Records 
(division of the Office of Military 
Records, and includes an index and a 
bibliograt^hy.

Relatively small, this book, 
nevertheless, contains a great deal of 
information on eighteen medals pic- 
turing German philosopher Immanuel 
Kant. Description, artist, metals used, 
size and weight are given, and each 
medal Is referenced in several books 
which are listed in a bibliography. In- 
cluded also Is an index of artists. All but 
one of the medals are illustrated; the 
illustrations being larger than actual size.

Written in French, this volume is a 
good reference for the collector serious- 
ly Interested in the study of the coins of 
Luxembourg. The information given on 
each coin includes the denomination, 
date, a description of the design and the 


inscription, with variations and the 
weight. In addition to these basic facts, 
the locations of the coins are given, and 
the books which cite the coins and 
varieties have been listed. Each piece is 
illustrated and in some cases the 
varieties are also shown. The book 
covers coins Issued from ca. A.D. 1000 to 
the present day, and includes short 
historical notes on each of the rulers.

A GUIDEBOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS, 
by R.S. Yeoman. 1978. 256p. Ulus. Hard cover. 
Western Publishing Company Inc., 1220 
Mound Ave., Racine, Wl 53404. $3.95. 

The 1979 ‘'Red Book'" is here with a 
striking change. The terms used in the 
book to describe the condition of the 
coin are now the same ones used in the 
ANA grading guide, which was also 
published by this firm. Editor Ken 
Bressett has retained the phrases used in 
the past to describe the coins, but now, 
in addition to the “very fine,'" etc. 
designations, the ANA grading code is 
also used at the beginning of each 
section and at the head of the price 
columns. Although this may be con- 
fusing at first, especially to the novice 
collector, this use should help the 
collector familiarize himself with the 
new grading system. 

Other changes Include an expanded 
section on large cents, and the listing of 
several additional varieties and over- 
dates.

Imitations and inventions of coins are 
sometimes as interesting to numismatists 
as the original coins. Most of the medals 
in this book were created by Giovanni da 
Cavino during the Renaissance as im- 
itations of ancient Roman coins. In addi- 
tion to a clear actual size illustration, the 
author includes a description and notes 
on the background and possible origin 
of each piece. A bibliography is listed for 
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collectors interested in further study, 
along with Indexes of the emperors' 
names and the coin legends. The book 
should be of interest to collectors of 


pieces by Cavino and also to collectors 
of ancient coins in helping to differen- 
tiate actual ancients from later inven- 
tions.

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CANADA — Royal Canadian Mint Awarded New Foreign Coinage Contracts 

The Royal Canadian Mint has received 9 new foreign contracts to manufacture 
circulating and numismatic coins, the Honorable Jean-Pierre Coyer announced 
recently. The orders will call for the production of a total of 500 million coins and will 
represent the largest group of foreign orders ever received by the Mint in a 5 month 
period. 

At a news conference held at the Winnipeg Mint, the Minister mentioned that since 
early in 1977 the Mint has sold more than 8 million dollars worth of foreign coins. 
Some of the new orders were received from Barbados, Cayman Island, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Israel, New Zealand, Nicaragua and Spain, and the contracts will have a 
total value of $6 million. 

Mr. Gariepy, Master of the Mint, said these contracts will have a very favorable 
impact on the suppliers of raw material, other related industries, and the labor force of 
the Mint. The coins will be manufactured by the three Mints: the Hull Mint will 
produce all numismatic coins while the Ottawa and Winnipeg Mints will produce the 
circulating coins. 

ENGLAND — Westminster Abbey Trust Medal Issue Honors Queen Elizabeth 



The Duke of Edinburgh, who is President of the Westminster Abbey Trust, was 
recently presented with the first of a new edition of medals which have been struck by 
the Royal Mint to raise funds for the restoration of the Abbey. Prince Philip accepted 
the medal on behalf of the Trust, which was formed specifically to raise funds for the 
restoration of the Abbey. As part of Its fund raising activities, the Trust commissioned 
the Royal Mint to strike and sell to the public,medals celebrating the25th anniversary 
of the coronation of Her Majesty the Queen. 

Westminster Abbey was founded on its present site by Edward the Confessor in the 
middle of the 11th century. Much of the present church was rebuilt by Henry III in the 
20 years from 1245. Rebuilding was completed in the early 16th century with the 
construction of Henry VITs Chapel. The addition of the Western towers in the years 
1735 to 1745 completed the Abbey as it is now seen. 

The commemorative medals have been designed by Michael Rizzello, President of 
the Royal Society of British Sculptors, and feature on the obverse a view of the West 
front of the Abbey and on the reverse the Coronation Chair. They are being struck by 
the Royal Mint in a strictly limited issue in three metal varieties. Each version will be 
issued in two sizes, 2 1/4 Inch and 1 3/4 inch, as follows: 
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Platinum 


50 at £ 700 each for the small 
50 at £1,200 each for the large 
Gold Plated Silver 2,500 at £ 35 each for the small 

2,500 at £ 50 each for the large 

Sterling Silver 10,000 at £ 20 each for the small 

10,000 at £ 30 each for the large 

All the medals will be made available to collectors with the exception of a 22 kt gold 
version which will be available to overseas buyers only. Further details may be 
obtained from the Royal Mint Numismatic Bureau, P.O. Box 10, Llantrisant, 
Pontyclun, Mid Glamorgan. 

FRANCE — Ordering Announced for 1978 Pieforts 

Pieforts bearing the date 1978 are now being made available to collectors. They 
consist of proof specimens for all denominations struck in 1978 for France: 50 francs, 
10 francs, 5 francs, 1 franc, 1/2 franc, 20 centimes, 10 centimes, 5 centimes and 1 
centime. The first two values correspond to denominations introduced in 1974 to the 
French metallic currency system as follows: 

1) The 50 franc coin, 30 gr., 41 mm., .900 fine silver, after the type of the Peuple 
Hercule by Augustin Duprd, Engraver General of the Mint during the 1st Republic, 
and 

2) The 10 franc coin, cupro-nickel-aluminum, the design of which was created by 
George Mathieu. 

These pieforts will be struck in strictly limited numbers in the same metal as the 
( urrent coins and also in precious metals. The guarantee of limited issue is provided by 
a certificate contained in each piefort case and bearing the coin's serial number. 

Subscribers may order several copies of each piefort; however, the Mint reserves 
the right to reduc e, if necessary, the importance of individual orders so as to satisfy the 
greatest possible number of subscribers. Should this happen, the prorated refund of 
paid sums would be effected in the best of time.

UNITED STATES — Mint Stops Taking Orders for '78 Proof Coin Sets

be produced and mailed through the end of the year. Customers will receive an 
acknowledgement card indicating when their order will be delivered. 

The Mint will be accepting orders this fall for the 12-coin 1978 Uncirculated Sets. 
The date for acceptance will be announced later this summer. The uncirculated sets 
will contain six 1978 coins produced at the Philadelphia Mint and six coins made at the 
Denver Mint. The six denominations are a dollar, half dollar, quarter, nickel, dime and 
cent.

. . . Hackel Names Wright to Fort Knox Post 

Director of the Mint Stella B. Flackel announced on June 26. 1978. the appointment 
of Mr. George B. Wright to the position of Officer-in-Charge of the United States 
Bullion Depository at Fort Knox, Kentucky, effective July 5. 1978. He succ(*eds Mr. 
Victor H. Harkin who retired February 28, 1978. 

A major portion of the nation’s gold reserves is stored at the Bullion Depository at 
Fort Knox. The duties of the Officer-in-Charge entail the responsibility for 
implemendng all protective measures to insure the security of the gold stores in his 
custody and for coordinating and directing all other activities at the Depository. 
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Mr. Wright has been employed by the Bureau of the Mint since 1970. Most recently, 
he has been the Chief of the Management and Organization Division at Bureau

ANA Journal Too Burdened With Advertising 

I can only agree with Thomas A. Bergin's letter in February The Numismatist. 

The Numismatist Is not worth the money we pay. The reason is far too much space 
devoted to advertising. For example in January Issue out of 228 pages two thirds 147 
pages were advertising, 15 pages ANA business and only 66 pages, less than one third 
were text. And ANA is supposed to be ^'an educational and nonprofit organization." 

Compare value Coin World is offering Its readers or as an example Bowers and 
Ruddy Coin Review published by "an educational and profit organization." Look at 
high standards set by National Geographic, another nonprofit organization. Are we so 
less able than National Geographic Society membership? There should be no more 
than 50 pages of advertising in each issue. Maximum one quarter. The reason for this 
deluge of advertising is ridiculously low advertising rates. 

The rates should be increased three times thus the number of pages devoted to 
advertising can be reduced to one third. Maintaining revenues for ANA. Even after 
this increase the rates would only slightly higher than Coin World rates. The rates 3 
times higher would be still reasonable, considering that The Numismatist Is a highly 
prestigious advertising medium. Otherwise, The Numismatist will stay to be just an 
appendix to dealer's advertising sheets.

I wanted to become an ANA member, so I got a few Issues of The Numismatist from 
a friend to see If the magazine is worth it. 

It is not. Too much advertising and not enough material for collectors. It seems that 
the ANA is run by the dealers and not by the collectors and for the collectors. An 
average issue of "Coin World" gives 5-10 times more useful Information to collectors 
than an issue of The Numismatist. 

I read several letters in The Numismatist from the readers, voicing their 
dissatisfaction with the publication. Why don't you do something to improve The 
Numismatist?

In a test mailing survey to life members, conducted in July of 1976, reported on in the 
December, 1976, issue of The Numismatist, and responded to by one-third of the 1,761 queried, 
77% answered that their prime interest in The Numismatist was both the editorial and the 
advertising. Obviously The Numismatist would not exist without advertising; in fact, the 
advertising income supports only 75% of the total production costs of the official journal, the 
remainder being drawn from the general fund. 
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The law requires that at least 25% of a magazine must contain editorial matter; a 25%: 75% ratio 
between editorial and advertising. Perhaps most members are unaware that Coin World retains 
this minimum ratio, utilizing the maximum number of ads the law allows. This is their prerogative 
as a commercial publication. Though the ANA's advertising revenues do not even balance the 
cost of our journal, we stubbornly refuse to give our members less than an average 35-40% of 
editorial material with 60-65% advertising. The illusion of The Numismatist having more ads than 
some commercial publications is caused by their placement and our refusal to interrupt the 
editorial section with integrated advertising. In regards to advertising rates, it should be realized 
that although The Numismatist may be a prestigious journal to advertise in, the fact of its being a 
monthly publication versus a weekly newspaper format greatly limits advertisers who deal in 
material subject to a highly volatile price market. 

As to whether the membership of the ANA is less able than the membership of the National 
Geographic 5ociety, we would certainly think so, considering the fact that 30,000 odd ANA 
members are competing with a circulation of 8,900,000; an ANA staff of 3-4 with a staff of 155 
who are additionally supported by substantial government grants. 

Members should realize that we have neither the staff nor the material to publish the volume 
of editorial material which they might like to read, but that we try to present the best quality 
possible within the limitations we must face. 

Juniors Express Concern Regarding ^^Featuring YNs^^ 

I am writing to you because of the stupidity of the articles in the section called, 
"‘Featuring Young Numismatists/' Since October, 1977, when I became a member, I 
have seen the same articles in this section and I don't like this. To see the same article 
every month makes the A.N.A. staff seem incompetent to do its duties for junior 
members and to make your collectors more interested in the hobby. Then just to get a 
coin for doing a little research while not putting this down because of its educational 
purpose but because it is Important to know more about coins than just one field. 
Instead they should feature interesting articles about reasons for errors, history of 
ancient coins, world coins, paper money, early American coins, American type coin 
history, etc ... And also should have a byline about literary contest and events. Please 
take my letter seriously and even though I'm a junior member, I would still like to 
learn more about all coins, not just one field.

It has been a recent subject of concern to many juniors both privately and in the numismatic 
media that the section in the magazine for junior members, "Featuring Young Numismatists," is 
dominated by David R. Cervin's reports regarding the Roman Coin Project, often the only news 
in the YN section. But the absence of varied material in this section is not the choice of the ANA 
staff, but the choice of the junior membership who fail to submit publishable material. 

We feel that the majority of the articles published in The Numismatist should have something 
to say to juniors, whether written by a junior or not. However, the submission of articles by junior 
members is being actively encouraged. Recently published have been articles by junior George 
Cuhaj on "Medals and Tokens of the New York Subway System" in the January issue; Beth 
Kleiman's "A Brief History of Russian Coins" in the June issue; and Alan S. Fisher's "Hard Times 
Tokens: The Legacy of Jackson and Van Buren" as the lead article in this issue. We retain little 
hope of there being sufficient material generated by juniors to publish The Young Numismatist 
on a quarterly basis, but feel instead that quality work by junior authors warrants equal billing in 
The Numismatist with that of their elders. However, juniors must realize that in submitting 
articles to The Numismatist, their writing and presentation must meet the same standards 
required of their adult counterparts, as set down in the Information for Authors (page 1646 this 
issue). Quality illustrations should accompany the article, or if unavailable, sources for 
illustrations should be listed. 

Information on ANA junior awards and functions have no junior byline because they are 
produced by the ANA editorial staff. However, some junior reports on club activities have been 
published in the ANA Club Bulletin and appropriately bylined. juniors should feel free to be 
"cub reporters” and send in reports on current news or activities of particular interest to junior 
members. 

It is easy to sit back and talk about what we should see published in the YN section, but the staff 
can't publish what it doesn 't have. David R. Cervin has the dedication and discipline to send in his 
column every month without fail, and any junior who can match that dedication and consistency 
would be heartily welcomed. 

The editorial department looks forward to seeing an increasing number of articles and news 
stories from junior members and the continued improvement of the YN section in the magazine. 

Are Coins All That We Collect?

Association Formed 

The newly formed Lithuanian 
Numismatic Association is seeking 
collectors of Lithuanian coins and 
currency to join its membership. 
Founders Frank Passic and Robert 
Douchls state the group's purpose as 
bringing together collectors with a com- 
mon interest to share numismatic 
knowledge, inform others of detailed 
information about Lithuanian 
numismatics heretofore unavailable in 
the English language, and to advance the 
knowledge of the history of the Baltic 
States. To pursue these goals, the two 
have created a bi-monthly publication 
entitled The Knight, which contains 
researched material, new coin releases, 
lists of reference books, editorials, 
letters from collectors, surveys, want 
ads, and, of course, articles relating to 
specific Lithuanian coins and currency. 

The newsletter takes its name from 
Lithuania's symbol of courage, power 
and endurance, the knight, or ‘Vytis."

Lithuanian coinage since the late 14th 
century and is currently depicted on a 
token being issued by the Balzekas 
Museum of Lithuanian Culture in 
Chicago. Its obverse shows Vytis on a 
horse, grasping a double cross and 
shield; the double cross became the 
highest military award given 
during Lithuania’s fight for in- 
dependence and came to be known as 
“the cross of Vytis.” 10 Desimts Litu, 
Lithuania's monetary unit, isalso inscrib- 
ed. On the reverse is a copy of the Y-14 
10 Litu commemorative of 1938, with the 
inscription in Lithuanian, “Sixty years of 
independence, Lithuania 1918-1978 60.”

Paper Money Error Price Guide 

The new, fourth edition of Price 
Guide for the Collector of Modern 
United States Paper Money Errors by 
Coin World staffers, Tom DeLorey and 
Fred Reed, is available now from Amos 
Press, Sidney, Ohio, publishers of Coin 
World. This comprehensive volume, 
compiled with the cooperation of 
leading paper money dealers, collec- 
tors, and the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, has become the standard 
reference and price guide in the U.S. 
error currency field. 

To enable the reader to understand 
how currency errors occur, the authors 
carefully explain BEP printing 
operations directed by Seymour Berry. 
They tell how various error notes occur 
in the course of the three separate 
printings to which all U.S. bank notesare 
subjected. 

The variety of paper money errors 
occurring during the first and second 
printings is extensive, as the new guide 
book indicates. Illustrations of errors 
range from the mundane board breaks, 
folds, and Ink smears to the dramatic 
double denomination notes. Other 
errors illustrated include double, in- 
complete, inverted, off-register and 
offset printings, as well as printings 
through foreign matter and torn paper 
printings. 

The book describes the final over- 
printing, when the sheets of notes are 
committed to the COPE (Currency 
Overprinting and Processing 
Equipment) specially designed for the 
Bureau and when an entirely new ac- 
cumulation of errors can occur. These 


range from identical and mismatched 
serial numbers to double. Incomplete, 
Inverted, misaligned, mismatched, miss- 
ing and offset overprints; as well as 
overprints on the reverse, overprints on 
foreign matter, incomplete overprints, 
partially turned serial number digits, 
folded sheets and ink smears. Values 
range from $5 to $3,950 over face value. 

The new fourth edition of the Price 
Guide for the Collector of Paper Money 
Errors brings collectors right up to date 
on the so-called ‘‘Error Epidemic of 
1976-1978'" related to inverted COPE 
overprints, with a chronology of reports 
of these errors from Coin World. Also 
provided for the collector is a complete 
list of reported COPE invert error notes, 
by series. Federal Reserve district and 
serial number. 

The frequency with which any of 
these currency errors escape the BEP is 
reflected in their prices, and those prices 
Indicated in the Guide even for the less 
dramatic errors is to the credit of the 
bureau.

Newark Museum Exhibits 
Coins of Great Britain 

In conjunction with the exhibit of 
“The Folger's Coffee Collection,” The 
Newark Museum is currently showing 
“From the Museum's Collection: Coins 
of Great Britain 1702-1830, Including the 
Reigns of Queen Anne and the 
Georgian Kings.'' The coin exhibit, 
which opened on April 1, covers ap- 
proximately the same period as the 
antique English silver from the Folger's 
Coffee Company Collection. 

Coinage and silver holloware were 
more closely related in 18th and 19th 
century Britain than they are today. The 
value of metal as marked on a coin was 
more equal to the coin's intrinsic value. 
The Crown set the standard for the 
weight and fineness of metal used both 
in coins and in luxury ware such as 
coffeepots. 
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In times of metal scarcity during this 
period, it was worthwhile to melt down 
coins to produce utensils. In other times 
utensils were melted to produce 
coinage. A person's wealth could thus 
be measured by the coins stowed in his 
money chest or by the plate, flatware 
and holloware on his dining room table. 
Among the objects on exhibit are a silver 
tankard, made in Philadelphia circa 
1740, displayed with the equivalent 
weight in coinage that would have been 
melted down to make it. 

With a few exceptions, the official 
coins on exhibit were made at the Tower 
Mint in the Tower of London, and after 
1816 at nearby Tower Hill. The larger 
denominations of gold coins have sur- 
vived in good condition, probably 
because they did not circulate but were 
stored as bullion for large business tran- 
sactions. The term ‘"guinea" used for 
gold coins prior to 1816 refers to the 
source of much of the gold: Guinea and 
the Gold Coast of Africa. 

Other coins in the exhibit are silver 
pennies and silver crowns, and Spanish 
silver Lima coins, captured as booty by 
Admiral Anson on his voyage around 
the world during the reign of George II. 
There are also countermarked Spanish 
dollars, captured by privateers during 
the reign of George III, some cut into 
pieces for small change. The majority of 
coins on view were acquired in the 
Museum's Frank I. Liveright Collection, 
gift of the late Frank I. Liveright in 1925. 

The Newark Museum is located at 49 
Washington Street in downtown 
Newark, with parking available in the 
adjacent lot at the corner of University 
and Central Avenues. The Museum Is 
open dally from noon to 5:00 p.m. 
Admission is free.

Tokens covered In the reference will 
Include charity and military tokens, 
along with tokens issued by various 
communities — the German settlers of 
the nineteenth century, modern-day 
cooperatives and the kibbutzim, along 
with merchant and historical tokens. 

The organization of the medals sec- 
tion includes medals commemorating 
the Holocaust, Masonic Lodges in 
Palestine and Israel, military 
decorations, world-wide medals featur- 
ing personalities, awards for sports 
events, Arabic community medals, 
medals Issued by cities and 
municipalities, and medals struck in 
connection with special events and 
public affairs. 

A special insert with the handsomely 
bound publication will be a “current 
price valuation," a listing of known 
current prices based on prices now 
being paid by collectors to dealers, 
drawn from recent sales, auctions, 
private transactions and public listings.

A limited edition of medals in various precious metals has been commissioned by the officers 
and directors of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations to commemorate the extraordinary 
achievements of six great thoroughbred champions — Man o'War, Citation, Kelso, Secretariat, 
Ruffian and Forego. 

According to J. B. Faulconer, executive vice president of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Association, only 250 sets of the Great Thoroughbred Champions Medal v^ill be made available in 
24 kt gold; 500 sets In 14 kt gold; 2,500 sets in sterling silver; and distribution of sets in bronze will 
be limited to the total number of subscriptions received on the day the minting process begins 
on all the limited editions. After the minting, the dies will be scored and donated to the National 
Museum of Racing in Saratoga Springs, New York. 

Quaker Ridge, Inc., a firm which specializes in the design and manufacture of quality horse 
motif jewelry, is creating the medal, and Beverly Lopez has been chosen as the sculptor. Lopez 
created the statuettes in the Living Hall of Fame of the U.S. Harness Writers Association as well as 
many trotting and pacing champion trophies. His work is on display in Europeas well as the U.S. 

On the obverse side of each medal is a magnificent portrait of the horse's head, while on the 
reverse is a ''moment of triumph" in the career of that thoroughbred. Each medal Is 39 
millimeters in diameter. Subscriptions will be honored In the order received and once the 
mintage quantities have been subscribed, the roster will be closed forever. Royalties will be 
contributed to various non-profit equine research organizations.

The Numismatist cordially presents the following guidelines as encouragement for interested 
authors (both professional and non-professional) who are preparing manuscripts for submission to the 
official ANA journal. 

All authors whose manuscripts are accepted and published are eligible for Heath Literary Awards. 
These are awarded annually for articles judged to be outstanding. First and second places include 
engraved medrls as well as cash stipends: a silver medal and $250 for first and a bronze medal and $100 
for second. Third place awards are bronze medals. Those writers receiving honorable mention are 
awarded certificates of recognition. 

The author receives two copies of the issue in which his article appears and eight individual article 
copies. 


MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts which 
contain new information, constitute a distinct 
contribution to knowledge and are relevant to the 
science of numismatics. The author is responsible 
for all statements made in the work. Manuscripts 
accepted and published become the property and 
copyright of The Numismatist and may not be 
published elsewhere unless written permission is 
granted by both the author and the journal. 
Manuscripts are received with the understanding 
they are not simultaneously being considered by 
other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and 
one copy) including illustrations (all material 
which cannot be set in type such as photographs, 
drawings and graphs) should be sent to EDITOR. 
The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association. P. O. Box 2366. Colorado Springs. 
CO 80901. For correspondence purposes the 
author should retain at least one copy. 

The manuscript should be typewritten, 
double-spaced on one side of 8 1/2 x 11 heavy 
white bond paper with 1 1/2 inch margins at the 
top and left. The name(s). full postal address(es) 
and daytime telephone number (s) of the author) s) 
must appear on the first page. 


ILLUSTRATIONS 

Illustrations should be referred to in the text as 
Figs., and be given Arabic numbers. The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 
with each figure bearing a reference number 
corresponding to the same number in the text. 
Each illustration should be accompanied by a 
legend with all legends and reference numbers 
typed and grouped on a separate sheet of paper. 
All illustrative material should be protected with 
hard-board covers when mailed. 

Photographs are to be unmounted and unattached 
to the manuscript. They should be high quality, 
glossy prints which are not retouched or labeled 
in any way on the face of the photograph. (When 
marking on the back, write on a hard surface such 
as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the photo- 
graphic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all 
material to conform with the journal's style and 
policy. 


AUTHOR’S BIOGRAPHY 


A biographical sketch of the author(s). which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also. It is not to exceed 100 words 
and should include such pertinent information as

AN EXTRAORDINARY DIE TRIAL 

In 1945, 1 bought Fred Boyd’s collection of U.S. Patterns. One item was 
marked, “$20 1861-S counterfeit(?) The obverse looked good, the 
reverse was different. I didn’t think it was counterfeit, nor did 1 know 
exactly what it was; neither did Boyd. I buried the item. 

Eight years later, glancing through a 1937 THE NUMISMATIST, I read 
an article describing a hoard found in Texas and donated to the 
American Numismatic Society. One of the items in the hoard resembled 
my 1861-S. I took it to the Society and compared the two pieces. They 
were alike, but the Society could not tell me anything about the coins. I 
went to see Wayte Raymond, and he didn’t know either. Wayte had a 
young man in Baltimore who was good on research and sent him a 
photo. 

The young man searched the archives in Washington and found what 
we wanted to know. The reverse was designed by Paquet and the coin 
was an authorized issue. 19,250 coins were minted in San Francisco and 
only 2 in Philadelphia in 1861, the only year in which this reverse was 
used for coinage. Reportedly, the old die was easier to use and, in 1862, 
the Paquet die was discarded. Patterns with the Paquet die were struck 
in 1859 (Judd 260) and in 1860 (Judd 272a and 273) and a die trial of the 
reverse was struck in white metal (Judd- Appendix A, page 235). The die 
trial is almost certainly unique. We plan to have it in Houston at the ANA 
convention.

Dmmr Mr. Weaver, 

I recently read the Protessional Numiamatiata Guild'a advertiaement in Coin World.' I would like to have a memberahip 
directory of PNG dealera which the adverttaement states is available tree on request. 

My reason for wanting this list is to avoid overlooking a potential source of numismatic material. Experience has taught me 
that PNG members are virtually the only reliable dealers, especially when ordering coins by mail. I have never had to return a 
coin to a PNG dealer because I felt it was overgraded. I have always received prompt and courteous service whether the 
material I ordered was available or not. This, unfortunately, is not true of so many non-PNG members, including many who are 
members of other organizations. 

I feel so strongly about this that I will not order any material through the mail unless I see the PNG emblem displayed 
somewhere in the advertisement.
